SUMMARY, 


The operations in the oil-producing 
fields are reviewed, the conditions being 
of unusual interest, while the changes 
in the situation as shown at the end of 
the year have an important influence 
on the price of cil, and indicate the 
probable decrease in the stocks during 
the ensuing months. The market for 
Spirits of Turpentine is unusually firw 
for this season of the year, which is 
found to be due to an extraordinary 
demand for export and a quiet specu- 
lative movement on the part of home 
operators ; the prospect of a consider- 
able advance iu prices in the near 
future as a result of this combina‘ion 
of circumstances is considered good. 
There is a movement on foot to organ- 
ize the Varnish manufacturers of the 
United States into a national associa- 
tion, and a meeting for that purpose is 
to be held in this city next month ; the 
cause of this movement and its pros- 
pects of success are discussed else- 
where. National ‘legislation on Lard 
is considered and the subject of com 
pounds reviewed, with the view of en- 
lightening Congressmen and members 
of State Legislatures «ho may be called 
upon to actin the matter. A combina- 
‘tion on Phosphate Rock is proposed, 
as the only means of remedying exirt- 
ing evils in the trade. Whiting is io 
such large demand that supplies are 
insufficient to fill orders, but manufac- 
turers are deriving no benefit from 
advanced prices because their entire 
production is neceseary to fill existing 
contracts made at lower figures thav 
can now be readily obtained on fresh 
business. Colors in oils sre advancing 
in price, and other important changes 
in quotations are contemplated. 

There has been a noticeable improve- 
ment in all branches of trade in Great 
Britain. Druggists relate their + xper- 
iences with the ginger vice. A remark- 
able mineral exhibit from the United 
States was made sat the Loadon exhi 
bition. The Antwerp Board of Trade 
nas been discussing American lard, 
There is a well-defined reaction in 
European opinion against prohibitory 
oleomargarine legislation.

He has eaten, in it, nothing more dele- 
terious than the hog fat, and he has, 
therefore, been neither defranded of 
his money nor suffered physical harm, 
To adolterate is defined by Webster as 
“to corrupt, debase or muke impure 
by an admixture of baser materials, 
and this definition is generally aceept- 
ed and is understood as describing the 
treatment which an article termed 
“adulterated” has received. ‘“Adul- 
terated lard” must, therefore, be ‘the 
fresh fat of slaughtered swine” to 
which has been added some baser M& 
teris!, The history of the refined lard 
industry, so faras we know it, furnish- 
es no instance of a manufacturer add- 
ing to lard apy material more unclean 
or more unwholesome then the fat of 
hogs. There is notin any of thear 
ticles spicified as arulterants in 
the bill, namely, beef fat, and 
cottonseed oil, or anything which 
compares in intrinsic uncleanliness 
with the lard itself. We do not know 
that linseed oil isor can be used in the 
compounding of lard, but it it is, the 
cleanliness and purity are all on the 
side of oil. Certainly so far as c»tton- 
seed «il and its steariae are concersed, 


any comparison between them and — 


lard for culinary purposes, either from 
the standpoint of cleanliness or as to 
their effect upop the human system, 
is overwhelmiogly in favor of the veg- 
etable product, 

Cottonseed oil has been used for 
years in some parts of the South in an 
uomixed state as a substitute for lard 
among the most intelligent and fasii- 
dious people, and is also sold by the 
leading grocers of this city to those 
learned of ite super- 
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iority over all animal fats except but- 
ter. It is largely consumed in Italy 
and Southern France as a substitute 
for olive oil, which it equals in purity 
if not in flavor, and surpasses in cheap- 
ness. There can, therefore, be no 
charge of adulteration made against 
“refined lard” as it is now compound- 
ed by ary of the leading manufactur- 
ers in the United States, aud it is 
egaiost them and their prcducts that 
the Dawes bill inveighs. 

There can be no argument, based on 
honesty, against a law compelling a 
proper description of every article sold 
for food, medicine or apparel, on i's 
label. Oleomargarine is as legitimate 
@ product as butter, and nomanshould 
be debarred the economy of its use, if 
he choose to use it, provided it be sold 
for what it is. So the compounds of 
lard are, for the most part, superior to 
the ‘‘fresh fat of slaughtered swice,” 
being more econowical, more cleanly 
and purer. Their sale is to the fullest 
extent legitimate,and while tht y should 
be properly designated, that the con- 
sumer may not be misled, it is injustice 
that they should bear the libelous mis- 
nomer, “adulterated,” which must con” 
vey to the average purchaser a warn- 
ing of deleteriousness with which they 
are not at all chargeable. The propo- 
sition to tax this product and its manu- 
facturers is outrageous in principle and 
indefensible as a means of raising reve- 
nue for which the country has no use. 
The passage and attempted enforce- 
ment of the act would probably destroy 
the legitimate industry, and would turn 
thousands of small slaughterers and 
provision dealers into ‘*mvonshiners,” 
whose illicit traffic wou'd be free from 
even the faint, tell-tale smoke that dis- 
closes to the revenue official the where- 
abouts of the distillers of *‘mountain 
dew.” Ifa law of any sort is to be 
passed it should be national rather 
than State, since the citizen of ove 
State should be placed at no disad- 
vantage by Incal laws, with the citizen 
of any otter State in the prosecution 
of a legitimate work. But there should 
be an emphatic protest against any 
legislation, either State or National, 
which does not recognize the legitimacy 
of anindustry. If a business is demor- 
alizing to public morals, damaging to 
phy-iecal health, or in any sense ille- 
gi imate, no systen of taxation miti- 
gates its inherent evi's, and its licens- 
ing istorthe State to compound the 
felony. If goods offered for :ale as 
articles of food, medicine or apparel 
are unfit for use, their manufacture 
and sale should be prohibited—not 
licensed or taxed. If they are fit to 
sell, let them be properly branded, and 
leave to the consumer the right to suit 
his own preferences without the pater- 
nal interference of his government.

PROPOSED NATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
TION OF VARNISH MANU- 
FACTURERS. 


There is possibly no industry in 
which the readers of the REPORTER 
are interested that is more in need of 
the assistance and controlling influence 
exerted by a trade association,than the 
varnish business. It is so well known 
as-to have become hackneyed, even to 
outsiders, that, with the exception of 
the higher priced goods, the munufac- 
turer of varnish wake little money on 
his product, and, in spite of that fact, 
cutting of prices is more frequent and 
extevsive than in any other tive, with 
the pos-ible exception of the retail 
trade in patent medicines. The credit 
system, or rather Jack of system, in 
vogue in the varnish trade is another 
evil out of which has grown many of 
the ills from which the manufacturers 
suffer. Suggestions that the panacea 
of a-socia'iin, or trade organization, 
be applied for the cure of these ills 
have heretofore wet with little encour- 
agement, for the reason that the ob- 
stacles in the way of a successful or- 


ganization of the trade have appeared 
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insurmountable, The condition of af- 
fairs has assumed such a discouraging 
phase of late years that some of the 
leading spirits in the trade have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that steps 
should be taken toward some form of 
organization. R>membering the bene- 
fits derived by other branches of trade 
through their representative associa- 
tions, it has been suggested that the 
varnish manufacturers of the United 
States meetin this city on the 18th 
prox. for the purpose of forming a na- 
tional association. A committee com- 
posed of three prominent manufactur- 
ers has issued a call for such a meet- 
ing, to which, we understand, there has 
been a general and favorable response. 

The object of this association, as 
we understand it, partakes more of a 
social than of a business character, 
bat if the attempt at organization is 
successful, trom this point of view, it is 
probable that eventually the questions 
of regulating prices and the system of 
credits will find a place in the deliber- 
ations of the association. Nothing 
but a general and free discussion ot 
such matters in a representative body 
of the character proposed is likely to 
result in permanent good to the trade, 
and in taking this step the vurnish 
manufacturers are going to work in 
the right way to cast cff the burdens 
which are yrowing heavier each year. 
We hope that the promise of success- 
tul results will be fulfilled at the com- 
ing meeting, and with the matter in 
the hands of such energetic workers as 
the committee on organization, there 
is little room for doubt on this point. 
The manafacturers, who have already 
given their co-operation. should not 
expect to accomplish too. much at the 
beginning. If they get their associa- 
tion well under way at the preliminary 
meetings they will have accomplished 
much more than many, who are ac- 
quainted with the difficulties confront- 
ing them, are now ready to believe. 
There are many divergent interests to 
be taken into consideration and it will 
not be an easy matter to so interest ali 
whom this association is intended to 
benefit, that it may start in at once on 
a substantial basis; but if the idea is 
persistently carried out the ultimate 
result cannot be much below that 
which the originators of the plan now 
have in mind. 

In considering a plan of organization, 
it might be well for the varnish manu- 
facturers to bear in mind the fact that 
there are already established in most 
of the principal cities permanent clubs, 
in which their interests are largely 
represented. It is an open question 
whether the object sought could not 
be attained through the medium of 
these clubs more quickly and more 
surely than by a separate association, 
such as that proposed if they were 
merged into a national organ ‘zation. 
At any rate, the paint, oil and 
varnish clubs have prepared the 
way for a _ national association, 
aud whatever is accomplished by 
the varnish manufacturers will be 
indirectly due at least to the increased 
feeling of fraternity engended by these 
clubs.

BETTER PRICES FOR COLORS IN 
OIL. 

After an uneventful twelve months 
during which time all colors in oil 
have remained at stationary prices, a 
reaction is taking place and before the 
bnew year has made much progress, an 
advance in quotations will be made in 
the entire list. Itis hardly necessary 
to state that this change is occasioned 
by the better values realized for lin- 
seed oil, white lead, the different min- 
erals, tin and putty, the latter having 
advanced one “uarter of a cent per 
pound. The most important change 
bas been made in linseed oil, the up- 
ward movement being rapid and still 
tending in that direction with proba- 


bilities strong that the firm position of | 
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that article will be maintained. Mauu- 
facturers of colors were in no haste to 
follow other rising markets but desired 
to wait until stability in the new val- 
ues was assured, and having become 
convinced that the era of higher 
prices has come to stay,they are acting 
accordingly in preparing price lists 
for the new year. Action has already 
been taken on ultramarine blue which 
is three cents per pound higher, and 
all brands of zincs are quoted one half 
cent per pound more; the same may be 
eaid of American vermilion, while Eng- 
lish vermilion has been advanced twen- 
ty cents per pound. Such colors as 
chrome green and yellow, vandyke 
brown, umbersand siennas remain at 
former prices for the present, but it is 
the intention to establish a new sched- 
ule after this week. Colors in oil will 
doubtless experience the usual active 
season in the latter part of January, 
when the demand for the summer re- 
tail trade sets in, and until then no 
business of consequence is expected 
uoless intending buyers may antici- 
pate higher prices and send in their 
orders before the usualdate. So far 
there have been no inquiries for for- 
ward delivery, which is considered 
strange under the circumstances, and 
the only reason that can be assigned 


‘is the presumption that buyers are 


not acquainted with the true state of 
the market. 
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DECEMBER OIL FIELD DEVEL- 
OPMENTS. 


The record of the developments in 
the oil regions of Pennsylvania and 
New York during the month of De- 


cember shows the field situation to be 
as bullish as the holder of ‘‘long” oil 
could wish. As compared with the 
close of November there is a decrease 
of fourin the number of wells com- 
pleted and a decrease of nearly five 
hundred barrels in the daily produc- 
tion of new wells. The more import- 
ant changeisin the new work. Of 
new rigs there is a decrease of eight. 
while there are over forty less wells 
drilling than at the close of Novem- 
ber, showing a decrease of about fifty 
new ventures. The number of dry 
holes recorded is thirty—a rather high 
proportion. The new work under 
way at the close of the year is smaller 
than at any time during the past thir- 
teen years with the exception of the 
close of November, 1884, at which time 
the total of new rigs and drilling 
wells was only one hundred and 
eighteen. The change in the situa- 
tion is, of course, mainly due to the 
shut-down, which thus far has 
proved successful. The total number 
of wells completed during the past 
year was 1,693, of which number 424 
were dry. The month showing the 
largest number was July, when 176 
wells were completed, while December 
shows the lowest. The total new pro- 
duction last year amounted to 47,969 
barrels, the highest being 8,061 bar- 
rels in February, and the lowest 1,317 
in December. The largest num- 
ber of wells completed was 4,194, 
in 1880, when the dry holes num- 
bered only 135. The decrease in 
the total production amounts to about 
20,000 barrels per day, comparing the 
average for December with the aver- 
age of the preceding eleven months of 
last year. As the consumption exceeds 
the production by about 40,000 barrels 
u day, it is readily seen that the stocks 
on hand are decreasing at a rapid pace 
and the situation is fully as strong as 
the most persistent advocate of the 
shut-down could desire. As it is the 
intention of the Producers’ Associa- 
tion to continue the present restriction 
of production, the situation will 
doubtless be even stronger at the end 
of the present month, though achange 
may occur when and where least ex- 


pected. 


THE WHITING TRADE. 


The whiting industry is in a bette 
condition at the close of the year than 
it was at the opening of 1887, although 
not governed by an association or com. 
pact of any sort; still, the results an 
not altogether satisfactory to the man. 
ufacturers who have suffered more or 
less from severe competition until th 
present time. There ivno opportunity 
now to compete in the sale of commer. 
cial whiting for the very guod reason 
that all makers are oversold and bay 
no stock to supply fresh orders. They 
are even embarrassed io filling long 


existing contracts owing to the scarcity 


of chalk caused by high ocean freights, 
Consumers in urgent need have bid 
five cents ahove the regular market 
price for whiting but are unable to get 
their wants supplied even at higher 
figures. Present contracts are not 
profitable to the manufacturers, having 
been made at lower values than arg 
now ruling, and although higher 
prices are quoted than twelve months 
ago, no benefit is derived by the 
makers from the advance. Competi- 
tion has teen throttled by a natural 
course of events but it will scarcely 
continue longer than February when 
fresh business will bring this feature 
prominently to the front again, and 
chalk will be in bettersupply. Im. 
portations of the latter increase in the 
spring as vessel room is more plentiful 
at that season and chalk is oftentimes 
brought over as ballast. The increased 
supplies of both the raw and manufac. 
tured products will have a tendency, 
it is expected, of influencing easier 
prices, but the consuming trade is far 
from being satisfied, 20d many im- 
portant wants from that source wil 
remain to be filled. 

A combination is discussed again but 
the result of the last one which diz 
banded on January 1, 1886, is still 
fresh in the minds of the manufactur. 
ers and they are disposed to thin 
that the same obstacle to success en 
countered previously, would still be 
stumbling block. There are about ten 
makers and we understand that they 
favor an agreement on prices if a pen- 
alty clause could be attached which 
would act as a menace to violators of 
faith; but they entertain serious 
doubts as to the success of an associa- 
tion which regulates the production o 
each factory and restricts business to 
ove centralhead. This feature proved 
suicidal in the last undertaking, it is 
true, on account of the broken obliga- 
tions of one firm, but a remedy could 
be found by either ignoring the 
guilty persons or having a severe pen- 
alty for future offeases. Every asso- 
ciation for regulating trade has its 
trialsand it is seldom that we hear of 
one proving unsuccessful when sur- 
rounded by the proper safeguards.

While, as 
hs. we have said, the advance in prices 
he has not been very great, there are cer- 
th tain features in the position which 
al point to a rise of considerable propor- 
ly tions during the next few weeks. There 
- is, and has been for some time past, a 
ne quiet speculative movement going on, 
nd the operators interested in it taking 
on up everything they can get, with the 
he intention of holding it for the pros- 
“ pective advance in prices. In addition 


to this, the European demand is un- 
usually large for this time of the year. 
Earlier in the season, contrary to their 
usual practice, the shippers did not 
bay largely, and the result is that 
European stocks are now low, an‘ the 
deficiency is being made up by the 
heavy purchases for export. The de- 
mand from home consumers is also 
larger than usual, while the receipts 
from the South are light, either for 
the reason that the stock is being 
held back for better prices, or, as some 
believe, because it does not exist. 
With such a combination of circum- 
stances favoring the holder, there 
seems to be every reason for believing 
that a considerable appreciation in 
values is in prospect. That it has 
not occurred sooner is probably due 
to the influence of the clique of specu 
lators, before referred to, whose inter- 
ests would impel them to keep prices 
down to the lowest possible poiat, 
until they have secured as much of 
the stock as they can reasonably ex- 
pect to control.

The spresd 
was very elaborate, and served with elegance, 
Col. Lilly presided, and, in addition to the 
traveling salesmen, eleven out of the thirteen 
reporting, there were representatives from the 
four whulesale drug houses of the city. 


The Associated Press dispatch from San 
Francisco, stating that the inventorcf the Bab- 
cock fire extinguisher had died there in an 
almshouse after having squandered a fortune 
in riotous living, is iacorrect. We are in- 
formed that Mr. Charles F. Babcock, a Boston 
chemist end dealer in druggiste? sundries, in- 
vented the Babcock extinguisher in 1857 and 
sold it outright to a company. The real in- 
ventor is still alive, has never indulged in any 
extravagance, and is supposed to be wea‘thy. 

Judge Hoffman last week rendered a decision 
in the United States District Court of San 
Francisco, in which the right of Chinese to im- 
port opium is sustained. Ia December, 1888, 
the custom house authorities seized a quantity 
of opium valued at nearly $20),(00 which had 
been shipped from Panama to Woo Sing & Co., 
of that city. The opium was held in virtue of 
the clause in the treaty which forbids Chinese 
from engaging in the opium traffic. Judge 
Hoffman holds that the treaty is not self-exec- 
utory, and Congress having adopied no legis- 
laticn, there was nothing to prevent Chinese 
from engaging in the business. 

Secretary Fiirchild has informed a New 
York firm that the department has no power 
to waive the statutory requirements of protest 
and appeal under se2tion 2,931 Revised Statutes 
where importers are dissatiefled with the ao- 
tion of the collector in assessing duty on their 
merchandise. He adds thata statement made 
by adeputy collector to the effect that a pro- 
test on any given importation would be use- 
less, is not binding upon the department and 
does not absolve importers from their duties 
under the law. 


On the 24th of January next a very import- 
ant hearing will take place in Washington be- 
fore the Inter-State Commerce Commissioners, 
at which the New York Board of Trade and 
Transporiation will offer evidence in support 
of the charge made by that association that 
the old discrimination in favor of the large 
shipper and against the email one, which the 
Inter-State commerce law was formulated to 
do away with, exists now under the guise of 
classification and practically to the same ob- 
jectiunable extent as before. 


It is an ascertained fact that cottonseed oil is 
digestible in much less time than pure lard. 
Rendered beef fat is perhaps universally con- 
sidered equal to hog’s lard in its adaptability 
to food uses, and generally regarded as better. 
Therefore there is no good ground upon which 
t> assail a compound of lard, beef fat and cot- 
tonseed ojl—which are the only ingredients of 
perhaps 99 per ceat., probably more, of the 
compound lard manufactured at the present 
time. We believe such a compound to be pre- 
ferable to pure bog’s lard for food uses.—Om- 
cinnati P: ice Ourrent. 


Mr. George O. Wallace, of the firm of N. W. 
Ayer & Son, died Wednesday evening aftera 
three Gays’ illness. Mr. Wallace was born 
April 14, 1861, in Chester county, Pa. He went 
to Philadelphia about eighteen years ago, and 
shortly after entered the employ of the firm, 
the business having been stirted only a year 
before. At the death of Mr. Ayer, Sr., Mr. 
Wallace was admitted into partnership Jan. 1, 
1874, and since that time has been one of the 
most prominent and successful workers in the 
advertising business. He leaves a widow and 
one child. 

Mr. Biward W. Swift cut his throat with a 
razr at his apartments in the Sherwood Studio 
building, at Fifty-seventh street and Sixth 
avenue, last week, and was not expected to re- 
cover. At No. 29 Ferry street, where Mr. Swift 
dealt in tanneras’ oils, his business associates 
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said the act could not be etplained by them, 
unless {t was that Mr. Swift wie suffsring from 
temporary insanity. His business affairs are in 
&@ prosperous condition, and his domestic rela- 
tions have always been happy. It is thought 
he was suffering from overwork. 


There isa very determined strike among the 
flint ¢ lass workers, and one of the threats they 
are said to be using to coerce manufacturers, 
is to start co-operative factories. A repert 
from Pittaburgh states that one company hoes 
been formed with a capital of $80,000, with 
$20,000 in reserve, to establish factories at 
Findlay, Ohio, and Stoneboro, Pa., on the co- 
operative plans. Laad for the purpose is of- 
fered free at both p aces,and the first men- 
tioned town also offers free of charge a supply 
of natural gas for one year. It is also reported 
that the Clinton works at Massilon, Ohlo 
which has been lying idie for several years is to 
be turned into a co-operative works. Tle 
strikers say they will remain out for at least a 
year. 


Last Friday was the most eventful in the his 
tory of the Steveason Oourt of Inquiry, which 
has been in session at the Brooklyn Navy Ya'd 
during the past four weeks. When the cout 
adjourned, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, Pay- 
master Stevenson’s friends claimed that it was 
in possession of facts pointing to a conspiracy 
to irjure Mr. Stevenson. It seems that Pay 
Inspector Steveoson, some time ago, failed to 
pass a certain quantity of oil and other naval 
stores as approved. These stores were sup: 
plied by a firm in New York, and not coming 
up to the standard requirements had been set 
aside to be investigated. The case will be con- 
cluded next week. 


A telegram from Pittsburg states that the 
Pennsylvania Whte Lead Company, of that 
city, have received spurious dratts from Baat- 
rice, Hastings, Grand Island, and Lincoln, 
Neb. The drafts were for $75 each, and were 
signed by M. Harrison or M. H, Lewis. The 
firm say that these names represent the same 
men, and that he has been traveling through 
the West for several months representing him - 
self as their agent. His scheme is to seil small 
dealers a bill of goods at a ridiculously iow 
rate, after which he requests them to honor a 
smal draft on his employers, as he is short of 
funds. The request is generally granted, and 
as goon as he secures the money he disappear?, 
only to turn up elsewhere. 


The South Carolina legislature has just 
passed a law which prohibits certain business 
men from giviog premiam:, such as chromos, 
china, and silverware. to purcnasers. It de- 
clares that no person shall ex shange or dispose 
of any article of food,or attempt tod)so, 
uoon any representation, advertisement, no- 
tice, or inducemeat that anything other than 
what is speciaily stated to be the subjactof 
sale or exchange is, or is to be delivered, or re- 
ceived, or in any way connected with or a part 
of the transaction, as a gift prize, premium, 
or reward to the purchaser. Any person vio- 
ating any of the provisions of this section shell 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punisbed by a fine 
not exceeding $100 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding thirty days. 


A press dispatch from Boston, dated Dec. 29, 
says that it is learned through the union glass 
workers at Somerville that on Monday next a 
general strike isto be inaugurated in a!l the 
glass factories in what is known as the Eastern 
Association. All flint glass manufactories in 
Brooklyn, New York, Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, Philadelphia and Massachusetts will be 
affected by the movement, The chief cause of 
complaint is said to be a rule recently adopted 
by the association claiming the right for each 
manufactory to employ such men as it should 
eee fit. Asalithe glass workers are. members 
of the American Flint Glass Workers’ Union, 
whose general headquarters are Pittsburg, this 
rule is especially obuoxious to them, and they 
propose to resist it. The giass workers, it is 
said, will clear up tueir work Saturday noon 
acd not return. 


An explosion occurred in the second story of 
Mclivain Bro.’s drug and spice mill, at Fif- 
teenth and Hamilton streets, Philadelphia, last 
week, which startied the neighborhood. Sev- 
eral windows of the mill were blown out and 
a number of employes badly frightened. John 
Richar.son, of Tioga,who had charge of the 
mill, was seriously burned about the face, 
head, neck andarms. He was removed to the 
German Hospital. The cause of the explosion 
is supposed to have been in some of the material 
which had been sent to the mili to be ground 
into powder. A member of the firm said it was 
the first time an accident of the kind had hap- 
pened at the mill, as ali material was carefully 
examined when sent in to be reduced; there 
possibly might have been something of a com- 
bustibie nature which was not detected. The 
damage to the mill is trifling,

Prime oil 
can be readily purchased at 944°, and there are 
few buyers, even at tnese fi. urcs, whic: melt- 
ere seem to consider very low. This week, 
however, cannot be said to be typical of the 
year’strade. The output of vieo during 1887 
has been far in excess of that of any preceding 
year. The secret .f this increase in maoufac- 
ture may be sought and found in the improve- 
ment in ths average priee in Holland, the 
foreign market having at times presented 
features which not only proved attractive to 
American meiters but even induced specula- 
tive purcha:es. At the present time, however, 
in Chicago, at least, speculation in oleo is en- 
tirely, not to say abruptiy, checked.

The range of prices given above for Decem- 
ber of each year covers the entire twelve 
months for the period named. This year’s 
fluctuations bave been at once more violent 
and more pronounced. They may be summa- 
riged as follows: Io January oil sold at 360, at 
which price it continued to hoid its own until 
the close of April and even into May. On the 
Mth of the latter month it sold at 38c, and 
early in June brought 42c, touching 43c on 
June fl and 44c0n June 22. On June 29 sales 
Were effected at 45c, and at these fizures it re- 
mained until August 2, when it deciined to 44c.

From 
a careful comparison of estimates made by 
several of the lead'ng houses ia the trade, I am 
able to send you the following syooptized re 
view of the general course of business in Cni- 
cago during 1887. The volame of business— 
i.e., the aggregate amount of sales—has been 
about five per cent.in exc es of that of last 
year. But prices have becn phenomenaily low, 
While there have been occiwional spurts io 
certain directions a conserv;tive estimate 
would be that the average shrinkage all along 
the line would amount to about five per cent.

I must add that the latter place bas 
the crop of half a million pounds only 
about every five years.

It 
is strange therefore to see the quantity shipped 
from those places under the name of Lucca and 
Leghorn oils and to read the trade reports 
written as if those places controlled the entire 
crop of olives. Ido not represent any firm 
from Bari nor baveI any interest in making 
Bari known as the largest place for olive oil. I 
don’t write for the purpose of making custom- 
ers or to introduce any oilas “the only good” 
or “the best in the market” but simply to make 
the truth known, 

There is no reliable test for the purity of 
olive of], notwithstanding the facts that several 
are given in the United States Pharmacopoia 
These tests may show one foreign oil, but will 
not avswer for another, Tbe Chamber of Com- 
merece of Nice offered 10,000 francs some time 
ego to anybody who could show a sure and 
pusitive test, but nobody answered the offer. 
1 believe only in one test as giving security for 
purity of the oil, that isthe age. Adulterated 
oil will not keep fresh for a long time, but will 
turn rancid specielly in bottles. Olive oil is 
exported very largely from Bordeaux to the 
United states, although no olive trees 





montioned, we should have an advance of 
about ten per cent. in the total output, and 
this ts probably a fair (and even moderate) 
estimate on which to base a comparison. 
Apropos of prices, it may be worth whiie to 
allude to the fact that, with the exception of 
carbclic acid and insect powder, nothing has 
manifested any special strength until a date so 
near the close of the year as not to exertany 
marked influence on the general results of the 
twelve montha’ business. 

Perhaps the best term by which to character- 
ize the business of the year is “disappointing.” 
The period hag been fuilof disappointment, 
the character of which has varied with the 
seasons. The first six months furnished an 
agreeable surprise to j»bbers in the character 
aud magnitude of the trade transacted; the 
following three months witnessed a decided 
falling «ff. due—at least partialiy—to rumors 
of droutb, short crops and consequent scarcity 
of cash, But yet another disappointment was 
in store for Western jobbers; the last quarter 
of the year developed an improvement which 
bad been unanticipated. If one were to vary 
the hackreyed quotation, “Time brings its own 
revenges,” one might say the course of trade 
supplies ite own corrections. 

Chicago j»bbers, as a rule, look forward 
hopefully to next year, despite the fact that 
the election of a Chief Magistrate is not wont 
to settle values or eucourage trade. There are 
not wanti.g those who are apprebensive of 
some sort of tariff tinkering which may disturb 
prices, but the appreh»nsiun is not shared by 
the local trade generally.

can hardly expect to receive the same oils 
every year, nor can they give any positive 
gusrantee for purity. I have seen bottles of 
Bordeaux olive oil from a well knowa firm 
opened, and found the contents to be rancid. 
Ol:ve oil should remain fresh and in good taste 
from three to four years. I remember when 
in Sweeden and Norway that one of the whole- 
sale druggists iu Christiana told me that be had 
sept a barrel of ol.ve oii open in the cellar for 
one year, and that the oll was perfectly fresh 
and gvoi at the end of that time. This, of 
couree, ig rather a risky test,and I would not 
advise my friends to try it, as it requires a per- 
tectiy dry and odorless celiar, because olive oll 
takes up the smeil of anything quicker and 
vasier than any other oi), for which reason it is 
used in the factories of Grasse to manufacture 
scented oils. 

My experience has taught me that it is sel¢om 
you find a customer who knows what good 
olive oil is, Some p:rsons prefer it without 
odor and taste, and beijeve all others are in- 
ferior in quality, while the next buyer who 
comes along wants a strong tasting oil, and 
another swears only by Lucca and Leg- 
horn oils, as he reads in the papers abuout 
it. Olive oi) should not be refined in any 
way, but only the simplest process of 
filtering be employed, and the atoms 
should not be allowed to settle after pressing, 
No chemical process ought to be used for re- 
floing as is done with Spanish oils. Those oils 
will not last long. At Nice and Grasse the crop 
begins in Decemher, and around Bari in Octo- 
ber. The first oil is pressed mostly from 
dropped fruits and not ripe olives, therefore it 
is of low quality being called “fine” in France 
and*A” in Bari. In January and February 
the better quality. “supe: fiae,” er “A A” is 
made, and only at the end of the crop the h'gh- 
est quality, ‘superfine virgin,” ismade. Whea 
the entirely ripe olives are gathered and spread 
over the cemented floors in the mills, and oil 
flows off without pressure; it is for this reason 
that the name is given of virgin (verge). After 
the crop when the table oils are finished, the 
remains of olives after pressure are gathered 
and boiied with water io large boilers, the oil 
floating on top. This oil (in French clair de 
ressence) hag a strong disagreeable odor and 
taste and is used for oiling machinery, but 
mostly for maxing vastile soap.

Commercial phiebotomy, or “premeditated 
blackmail”’ is perhaps a more intelligent defini- 
tion of the tribute exacted from manufacturers 
and owners of pharmaceutical speciaities by 
publishers of pharmacal trade publications, — 

Ia responding tothe complaint of one of your 
correspondents who sigas himself “Victim,” I 
heartily sympathize with him in bis denuncia-" 
tion of the latest malady that has afflicted ad- 
vertisers, I remember well when the first 
elaborate trade cataiogu‘s appeared, many 
years ago.

WILLIAM BARCLAY PARSONS. 
Mr. William Barclay Parsone, one of the best 
knuwn and most highly respected merchants 
of this city, died at his home, No. 505 Fifth 
avenue, on Saturday from a complication ot 
disease-.

He became vice-presi- 
dent of this company and held the position tili 
his death, Mr. Parsons was a member of the 
Uaion League Ciub and of the New York 
Yacht Club. He leaves a wife and four sons. 
One sister ig also living. The funeral occurred 
at 3t. Bartholomew's church on Tuesday at 10 
A.M. The burial was at Greenwood.

Olive Oil Facts, 


NEw YORK, Deo, 28. 

Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG KEPORTER;: 
An experience of nine years traveling 
through the United States and Canada, has 
shown to what a great extent humbug is prac- 
ticed with the name of olive oil and bow easiiy 
the impure oil is sold; in fact it is easier to seli 
impure than pure, as according to my experi- 
ence I found that nine out of ten simply be- 
lieve thatan oil without taste and smeilisa 
fine olive oil, and those two qualities are ob- 
tained by adding good cottonseed oil. If an 
oll is soid as olive oil, it ought to be pressed 
from olives exclusively and not contain any 
other oil; otherwise call it table oil, salad oil, or 
by any other fancy name. I desire to call the 
a'tention of the trade to some great mistakes 
which have existed for many years, in refer- 
ence to the go-called “Leghorn” and “Lucca”’ 
oils. I read long reports from Leghorn and 
Lucca about crops and exports of olive oil, 
which appear rather ridiculous to me and also 
will to wy readers, when I tell them that those 
two places with the country around manufac- 
ture only asmail quaatity of olive oil. I state 
below the propurtion of the oils pressed in Italy 
and the public will then understand that trade 
reports about olive oil ought to come from 
quite different plices. Fiance to-day presses 
very little of the oli which is sold there owlng 
to a sickness of the olive tree which has lasted 
now for over ten years. Besides this ihe crop 
(‘no Italy alec) is very often destroyed by the 
Kairum worm which is breught over from 
Africa bya fly. Never:he] eg Nice (about 35 
miies from Grasse) is to-day after Bari the 
largest and most importact market for olive 
oi), although the oli sold there is not ali French 
oil, but believe, I do not go too far by admitting 
that about three quarters of it yet come from 
Bari. Bari in fact is to-day the most important 
place. It is situated on the Southern part of 
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past few years possessed any real valu>, the 
criticiem against such a movement might be 
moé'fid, bat as the articles and matter con- 
tained in them simply represent p agiarism, or 
the reproduction of antiquated papers and 
ideas found in our legitimate pharmaceutica! 
jurnals, they are entitled to no consideration 
from the clientage to which they address them 
selves. But the fact transparently exhibits 
iteelf that many of these new recruits to the 
literature of pharmacy are generally destroyed 
as waste paper or used as wrappings of goods 
disposed of. 

The publications referred to have become an 
absolute nuisance; in one particular section 
where tne druggists have been appealed to by 
the legitimate as weil ag the subsidized organs, 
about 25 concerns cover the same ground: ip 
other words, a druggist receives (or is sup

If their specia) 
organ ig not recognized promptiy, the re; r-- 
gentative will assure the manufacturer that he 
possesses great power to push I gitimate goods, 
provided such goods are advertised in his me- 
dium. Failing to net his victim, he will assume 
a threatening attituce and simply state tnat 
if patronage ig withheld he wil give pre- 
ference to the goods of competitors who do 
advertise with him, ‘but I prefer your house!” 
If succe-sful in obtaining an advertisement, 
after agreeing to take only one house in each 
branch, he presents himself to comp >tit rs, 
employicg the same Jament, bulidcz ng them 
for an advertisement, and, being a distributor, 
his arguments are generally « ff2ctive on cou- 
victionless proprietore, wi 0 submissively yield 
to his assaults and promises, and as they 
demurely surrender, add Davy Crockett’s fam- 
ous expres*ion, * Don’t shoot; [il come dowr.” 
These methods, when successtu!, epabie pub. 
lishers to evade the postal lawe, for all of which 
he manufacturer “as the pleasure of provid 

ng the m-ans,at the same time, !hrough iv- 
timidation, aiding to pruiong an intolerable 
nuisance, 

Manufacturers and owuers of specialties alone 
are responsible for the ever-increasing number 
of new lista on the “.tand and deliver process.” 
Years ago, when 10 to 25 lists covered the fieid, 
@ manufacturer or proprietor could efford 
to encourage them, since he rece: ved honest 
value and protection; but from ‘0 or 26, 
it has ew: ] ed, inciuding good and questionabie 
mediums, to nearly 200, a large proportion 
being tribut: li-ts. The crisis has now culmi- 
nat d, and advertisers ask themselves this 
question: “How can we avert this extortio.? 


Io the bezinning we were willing to assist bon-. 


est commercial work, but now they bave i- 
creased to nearly 200, many of which demand 
extravagant rates; turely, if encouraged, there 
is naueht before us but poverty and benk~ 
ruptcy!" 

Many of these lists are net legitimate enter- 
prises; fundamentaliy, they represent the 
scheme of an ambitious local prin'er or pub- 
lisher, who guarantee those-appruached for 
support thet the obj -ct of ite sponsor is to pro- 
mote th intereste of leg timate trade-marks ; 
but the fact remaing that in a large m: J srity of 
instances, while such hou*es deciare themselves 
allied to jegitimate products, in practice they 
are 0 ost persistent substitutere, aud interested 
in imitations and inferior goods at the same 
price. 

In this communication there is no desire 
whatever to include a class of wh 1 sale drug 
giste who pull sh lists on their own accoun', 
and they are the liste that fuliy merit consulta 
tion by the retail trade aud that are wortby et 
patrovage; but the gucrilia mediums, on the 
contrary, are assumiog all the features of 
blackmail. So bold have a few bybrid 
publishers become, that they not only 
set the amount of advertising to be con- 
tracted for during the year, but insinuate that 
if you do not meet their wishes your cognomen 
wili be * Dennis.’ I would recommend to this 
class of buccaneers to at once seriously con- 
sider, since it has become qui-e fashionabie of 
late, the necessity of forming a Piratical Trade 
Publication Trust. A few obscure pharmaceu- 
tical and medical j urnalsare emp!oyiug the 
same method. If refused an advertisement or 
the continuation uf an expiring one, they will 
atttack some article mavufactured by the ac- 
costed victim, either editorially or under some 
nom de plume, and in that way show their ap- 
Preciation of pat favore. To this clissof me- 
diams a respectable medical j»urnai has lately 
added itself, by pubiishing a statement that 
can be controverted by any pharmaceutical 
chemist; and the animus that directea tne edi- 
toria! was simply a refusal to continue an ex- 
Pensive advertisement, 

If these lists continue to incresse and the 
Same methods are emp. oyed by distributors to 
Covrce Manufacturers and the owners of spec- 
lalties to patronizs them, andifthey conti e 
to substitute imitations and inferior goods! r 
legitimate articies, then the only remedy wok 
the manufacturer bas at bis command is to be 
Come a direct distributor; a departure which, 
while it would have to be undertaken in se:f- 


order to fill the order honestly. Such concerne, 
on principle, never substitute. Experienced 
advertisers annually learn where to best invest 
their earnings, and also discover where in the 
pest they bave mis spent capital. 

There are two sides to all questions. Our 
judgment is genera'ly biased on the side that 
2 ffects our interests, either p ofitably or disas- 
trously, But there is a bigher jaw than tbhat«f 
self-interest, and that restson the equity of a 
grievance, 

I pre-ume this communication will be round- 
ly denounced by some of my commercis! rela- 
tions, but I hope that they wiil neither trown 
on me nor disinberit me for making trutbfal 
statements. Consoling, however, is the r flec- 
tion that I am at present i1j ying a degree of 
repose which may add encugh adipose tissue 
tomy anatcmy, to enable me to hibernate 
should I reach life’s winter friendless and 
neglected, 

With the best wisbes for greater genera) 
prosperity for the ensuing year, and fewer

WHAT A JOBBER SAYS.

Editor O1L, PAINT AND I'RUG * EPORTER: 
The communal ation «of Messrs. Fanchid Bros. 
& Foster in answer to * Victim” and others on 
the question of advertising in Jobbing drug- 
gists’ price currents is maniy and to the point. 
Not on y this, but Mcsere. Fairchild Bror, & 
Foster deserve. and will no doubt receive, the 
thacks of the J »bbing druggists througbout the 
United States fur their returation of the sland- 
ers of “Victim” and “Another Victim” in their 
d scussions of the subject. The former accuses 
the J »obing druggicts of the United States of 
“backmail upon manufacturing pharmacists 
acd proprietary medicine men,” whi the iat 
ter indorees the appellation of the furmer aod 
adds that “I know froma long personal « xper 
fence that about one-half of the large whuie- 
sale drug hovses iu this country “re eogaged in 
this disreputable business.” Speaking as # J »b- 
ber and for the j »bbers On this question, I will 
say that “Victim” and “Apother Victim” seem 
io be laboriue under two difficul'ies, viz., 
a lack of understanding of the sutject, aud 
a Jack of nerve to stand up for their supposed 
righte, A leck cf understanding and apprecia- 
tion cf the fact that solicitations from j bbers 
for advertisements in their price currents are 
based up -n busin« 83 priocipies, which are that 
both the advertiser and jobber are benefited, 
The advirtiser, because bis wares are kept 
constaptiy be:ove the retailer through the 
price let, and the J» tbber because it enabl-s 
bis to lessen the cost of his pubiication. If 
“the manulacturing paarmscists and prc prie- 
tary medicine men” do not think that it wil 
pay them to advertise through these mediums, 
they certainly have the right to deciine to do 
so. No business man will either attempt to 
abridge that 1igbt or to question aggres:ively 
the wiedum oft their duing su, If, atter deciding 
that such advertising does not pay, “ Vis- 
tim” and“ Another Victim ” have neither 
the courage or sagacity to say “ No:” 
then why rush into print under the cover of 
a nom de plume and advertise vheir veak- 
pess bp a slanderous stab in the dark at the en- 
tire j»bbing trade of the Uaited States The 
facts are that the jobber in making up bis price 
list quotes ali of the staple or pharmaceutical 
and proprietary articles. This of itesif is of 
much value to the manefacturer, because the 
retailer in making up his order is often re- 
minded that be needs an article from tke fact 
tbat he secs it listed in the price-list of bis jub- 
ber. The same rule applies to advertisements 
in price lists, They serve as reminuers to deal- 
ers, while they are writing up theirorders from 
price lists. Without stopping to discuss the 
wisdom of issuing so many price lists, let us 
remember that the J »bbers are the distriputo.s 
of the distributors of the products of the man- 
ufacturers, and stand etween them and dan- 
ger from losses in suppiying the demands of 
the retail trade. When we reficct that a .arge 
pumber of email deaiers are bomb proof so far 
as relates to the jaw and its application 
to their resources, we must admit that the 
jobber as distributor at least deserves cour- 
teous Mention, when his methods uf securing 
rdv* ttisements for his price list are under dis- 
cuss... by manufactnrers, be they “victims” 
othere, No doubt “victim” thinks he is con- 
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ferring a great favor on the j »bbers to distrib- 
ute bisnostrums at from 6 to 10 per cent. 
Profit,while in reality after deducting for losaes 
and the expense of doing business, the j »bbere 
have litlle 1: ft for their labors. If I+m allow 

ed to digr ss somewhat in this connection, I 
will add that if I could obtain ‘he ec-operation 
of the Jj bbing trade «f the United &tates, I 
wouid enforce the policy « f cutting from stock 
the products cfeviry manufacturer of phar- 
maceutical preperations or proprietary medi- 
cine>, whose output did not pay tbe 
jobber at least 20 per cent. for dit- 
tributing, There is no question of the 
fact that handling pharmaceutical and propri- 
etary articles at the present basis ot profit isa 
poor business fr the j bber, and no manufac 

turer who bas the ability to see what ie fair for 
bimseif as well ag othere, will deny this facc. 
Nay, More; no manufscturer who bas a proper 
sppreciativn of his i: tercourse with the job 

bers, tosay nothng of his obligationa toth m 
as distributors of bis goods, will accuse them 
of biackmail when they approach him witha 
business proposition, the sign) fi.auce of which 
be is unable tu comprebend.

It is true that the resuite have 
never been as we anticipated, but because of 
that shall I denounce the jobber as having ‘‘ob- 
tained money under false pretenses,” or as be 
iog a blackma 12:1? No; decidediy, no! There 
is a certain epecies of fish whose readin: es to 
wrab at every kind of bait, and whose childlike 
confidence in the good intentions of every 
hook, bave caused its name to be u ed asa 
syounym tor those who falia prey to *‘bunco” 
meno and other sm: 0 h-tungued anyglers for 
dolla's Ibelievethat I belung to the clase to 
which that name aptiy applies.

An interrogator in a continental paper wish- 
ed to know how he could cleanse the thick 
drop oil from the engine, bearirgs, ebafting, 
pulleys, etc., so that it could again be used for 
lubricating, and received the following replys 

‘This drop 01 18 voilectedin many mils and 
factories to be cleaned and used again. A lite 
tle apparatus bas been constructed for this 
tor this purpose, which, it is reasonable to supe 
pore, ispatpnted, It may be decribed as fole 
lows: The apparatus is a box-like concern, of 
severa! stories, the interior ei ber lined with or 
else consisting entirely of jead, Above, it has 
a shoulder like a funnel, into which is poured 
the oil to be cleaned. The purifi d oil passes 
cffthrc ugh an escape pipe st the bottom. The 
d fferent sheives, or stories, are perforated and 
covered to a height of about two inches with 
raw, loose cotton, through which the oil must 
percolate. The cotton serves as a fiiter and 
retains ali kinds of contaminations. After the 
oil bas in this manner passed throurh the sey- 
eral shelves, it is nive and clean and drops inte 
a vessel underneath. The dirly cot.on is ce- 
casionally replaced ty clean. The apparatus 
must be ina warm place.” 


Aco rding to Professor Lesky, the buried bed 
of vegetation which bas become whst Is now 
knowao and used as the Pittsburgh coal bed, 
twelve feet thick, must bave ori¢insl y been as 
mapy as 150 feet in depth, it having been o me

been for med f:0m other beds, buried below the 
oil sande, and which may have been of even’ 
greater depth or thicsnees than thw ones 
pressed down by the tremendour weight of the 
bundreds and thousands of feet of sa: d, gravel, 
etc., »h oh now form the rock strata above 
th:m, and heared f-om beiuw by the interval 
beat of the earth, to a very high degree these 
beds of vegetation woul , ass result of such 
force», be changed in part into olf and gas, 
which would escape upward to where it is pow

New York Lard Legislation. 


The pure lard bill drawn up for passage by 
the Legislature of New York by the sub-legis- 
lative committee is worded as follows: 

Section 1—No manufacturer or other person 
shall sell, deliver, prepare, put up, or expose 
for sale any lard or any article intended for 
yse as lard which contains any ingredient but 
the pure fat of swine, in any vessel or wrapper 
under any wrapper or under any label bearing 
the words “pure” “refined” “family,” or either 
of them alone, or in combination with other 
words, nor unless every vessel, wrapper or 
label, in or under which article is sold,or de- 
livered or prepared, put up or exposed for sa!e, 
bears on the top or outer side thereof, in letters 
not less than half incu in length and fairly ex - 
posed to view the word, “Compound Lard.” 
Any person whoviolates * * * * shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding fifty dollars 
for the first or one hundred dollars for any 
subsequent: ffense, This act shall take effect 
jramediately.

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Is Baking Powder an Article of Food? 


The reeu'ts of a trial just concluded at Can- 
ton, N. Y., before Judge Kellogg, will have a 
salutary ¢ ff-ct ia checking the sale of one class 
of adulterated, tocd. Twomen namei Moon 
and Akerill were arrested for selling adultera- 
ted baking powders in violation of the state 
food adulteration act. The indictment was for 
both selling baking powders that were iuferior, 
aduiterated. and injurious to the hesl.b, by 
reason of being made of alum, and for sellirg 
them under pretense that they were a whole- 
some cream of tartar baking powder. A stub- 
born defense was made, the claim being set up 
that baking powders we-e not article of food, 
and the powder the defendants were seliing, 
was 8 standard arti-le of trade, and that alum 
baking powder inferior to it, was being sold by 
other dealersin the same town without com- 
plaint. The court held that baking powders 
were articles of food within the meaning of 
the law, and the jury found the defendents 
guiity upon all thechargee. The case has at- 
tracted much atiention from being the first 
brought under the state food adulteration act 
against dealers in alum baking powders. The 
result of the trial is to class such baking pow- 
ders as adulterated articles of food, and to 
make their sales \ilega). There are many alum 
baking powders put up in cans u_der some 
oame or brand in addition to thosesold in bulk, 
the sale of all of which cau:ious dealers will 
probably be unwilling to continue,

Tosay that the duty of 20 
per cent, then imposed on foreign quinine by 
the tariff of the Unitad States had any bearing 
on these quotations would subject the assertion 
to ridicule. Itis simply an absurdity. In like 
manner, to ventu ethe statement that recent 
low prices, the world over, have been brought 
by the removal of the duty in thie country 
would Only expose the ixnorance or the mali- 
cious falsehood of the utterance. 


PRICES IN THE LONDON MARKET.

Now we submit the following as quotations 
named inthe London market for sulphate of 
quinine, November, 1887: 

English in one ounce vials 28 10, equala 50 
cents in London. 

French in one ounce vials 2s, equals 48 cents 
in London. 

German and Italian in tins 1s 3d, equals 30 
cents in London. 

Here we have LOndon prices for foreign 
makes of quinine: — 

Fifty cents in 1887, against $396 for English, 
in vials, in 1877. 

Forty-eight cents in 1887, against $878 for 
French, 1n vials, in 1877. 

Thirty cents in 1837, against $3 60 for German 
and Italian in tins, in 1877. 

As quinine dropped in price the werld over 
(from 80 to 90 per cent between the years 1277 
and 1887), and as English, French, German, 
Italian, and all manufacturers irrespective of 
locality, lowered their figures gradualiy and 
synchronously—parit passu—step by step, and 
with equal pace, it follows logically that the 
contrclling influence must have been one and 
the same. If then that power was the Con- 
gress of the United States (ind it is to be dis- 
tinctly and prominentiy kept in view that to 
congressional action alone is attributed the low 
price cf quinine in the Star article), then 
to our legislators, and to them alone, 
isthe who.e world indebted. Although the 
Americans never planted a tree in Ceylon 
and Java, and the work was all done 
by the English and Dutch, does it not 
seem ungenerous to say that our own Congress 
had nothing to do with it? Why not say they 
bad all to do with it? And why so modestly ask 
to be credited with only the insignificant 
amount of $50,000,°00,saved to the American 
people, wher the pounds sterling of the Eng- 
‘ish (who paid $8 96 before the duty was re- 
moved and 50 cents since), and the francs of 
the French (who paid $3 78 before the 20 per 
cent. burden was lifted and 48 cents since), and 
the marks of the Germans and the liras of the 
Italians (who paid $3 60 before the rules were 
suspended and quinine made free, and 80 cents 
since) might be added with jist as much pro- 
priety and just about as little mendacity and 
effrontery, and make such a snug’ sum to rep 
resent the saving to the whole world, by strik- 
og outa little 20 per cent. duty in the legisla- 
tive halis of the United States 


Absurdity could no further go than to claim 
this reduction in prices in Europe to have heen 
caused by any actiun whatever of the Congress 
of the United States. But in order to impose 
upon the credulity of the american people, 
constant reference is made tc the fail in prices 
in this country (while not a word is saii about 
the drop from $32 ¥t to 50 cents for English qui- 
nine—from $3 78 to 48 cents for French—from 
$3 60 to 80 cente for German and Italian, in 
London), and the cause astsisned ig the removal 
of the duty, and this is the only explanation 
given. 

It is indeed to be hoped, not so much for our- 
selves as manufacturers of quinioe, as for the 
sake of the good name of the American 
people, and for the cause of justice and truth, 
that so disreputable a course of misrepresen- 
and villification may cease. 

The duty, which was a moderate one (20 per 
cent.) was removed. The act was burried 
through, under suspension of the rules at the 
very close of th> session, with undue haste, 
without debate, and it went intvu immediate 
orera'ion. Special legislation, unlike that ap- 
plied to all other industries in this countr,, 
was directed against one single manulacture. 
Surely that should satisfy the most violent o;- 
ponent and furtoer injustice might reasonabiy 
be expected to stop,

price of quinine iu this countzy and in Europa,

cline was the reduced cost of cinchona bark, 
i,9., the crude material employed. 

The reduction in the price of bark was 
caused solely by the largely increased supplies, 

This, in turn, was brought about by the ac- 
tion of the British and Dutch Governments, in 
cultivating the cinchona trees in India aud 
Java. ; 

The United States is conspicuous by its ab- 
sence in the whole businees of bringing down 
the price of bark and quinine the world over. 
The American people and the American Gov- 
ernment were as innocent of influence as were 
the Chirese or the Japanese, the Turks or the 
Egyptians. 

Formerly all cinchona bark came from South 
America and the trees were not under any eys8- 
tem of cultivation. Fearing ap eventual fail- 
ure of supplies of bark, the European govern- 
ments named commenced the cultivation of 
the cinchona trees in India, Java, ete. 

After a lapse of years, necessary to the 
growth of the plants, exports commenced, 
from India first and then from Java. 

In February, 1861, the first instalment of 
seeds arrived in Coylon from South America. 

In 1869 the export was but 28 ounces of bark.

The above statistics apply to one of the 
sources of supply only, viz.: East Indies (Cey- 
lon, etc.). 

To this isto be added the Java exportation,

1885-86, 1,531,156 
186-87, 2,230,275 

These sources of supply were unheard of fac- 
tors until comparatively late years,as South 
America alone supplied the world prior to the 
cultivation of the cinchona trees in the East. 

It may also be properly stated here that the 
East India barks are unformly richer than 
those hither:o, and at present, received from 
South America. 

The solution of the question as to why the 
price of qainine has fallen, is a very simple 
matter to those who desire to be enlightened. 
The wish must be father to the thought in the 
minds of such tariff reformers as draw the con- 
clusion that the great reduction in the price of 
Quinine all over the world was & natural se- 
quence of the removal of the duty in this 
country. The syllogism is very illogical when 
the high prices tbat ru/ed in England, France, 
Germany and Italy enter as one of the prem- 
ises, and without this premise it is not the 
happy illustration of tariff iniquity perpetra‘ed 
iu this country, so boastfully prociaimed; but 
is argument degraded to the l.vel of the low- 
est methods of reasoning—the argumentum ad 
populum and the argumentum ad ignoran- 
tiam..It is an appeal to the prejudices of the 
multitude, and an argement based on an adver~ 
sary’s ignorance of facts. As to the prosper- 
ous condition of the quinine industry in the 
United States, aud as to the increased produc- 
tiop, we have only to say that the Star's 
statements are so erroneous that it would be 
idie to attempt to answer them in deail. They 
are simply untrue throughout. The industry 
has been unprofitable everywhere for along 
tim? past,and thisis due to excessive compe- 
tition, 

This country is flooded with foreign quinine 
@. g., 2,180,157 ounces received from Europe in 
one year (fiscal year ended June 30, 1887). On 
the other band, American manufacturers can- 
not hold their home market, nor export an 
ounce. ; 

The reascn of this is that we cannot compete 
with Europeans who bave great advantages 
over us. 

Were the contest an equal one it would be 
different. To illustrate—the Italian mapufac- 
turers pay very low wages, their general ex- 
penses of doing business, cost of plant, appara- 
tus, machinery, etc., are far below those in 
this country, and the Italian goverment pays a 
bounty or all Italian quinine exported. 

In every respect we are fighting a very un- 
equal battle. 

The Star says that the business is so prosper- 
ous that the quinine manufacturers have had 
pumerous accessions to their ranks. So rapid is * 
the increase in the mind of the writer, thas 12 
becomes ié4 in making up the itemized list. 

The list itself fairly representa the nature of 
the entire Sta- article.

A project is on foot to form a national asso- 
ciation of the varnish manufacturers of the 
country, and to that end a call for a meeting at 
the Metropolitan Hotel, on Jan. 18th, has been 
iegued. The idea originated with Mr. Watts De- 
Golyer, who became convinced that the marked 
benc fits accruing to other trades through their 
associations might be enjoyed through similar 
means by the varnish makers. In this convic- 
tion he sought the views of a number of the 
active firms in the trade, and the response to 
his inquiry was 60 generally encouraging that 
it was resolved to issue a call fora convention, 
Amung reasons cited why an associaton would 
be beneficial to its members, aside from the 
good resulcs which are the natural outgrowth 
of a better acquaintance with each other, there 
are many subjects, which in the opinion of its 
projectors, can be discussed with marked ad- 
vantage to the trade. The call for a meeting is 
signed by a committee composed of Messrs. 
Franklin Murphy, of the Murphy Varnish Com- 
pany; J. H. Berry, of Berry Bros., and Watts 
DeGolyer, of the DeGolyer Varnish Company.

are from tie marvelous country that Hum- 
boldt called New Spain. The deep red garnets 
from Alaska in their somber settings of gray 
mica-shist are especially neteworthy. Among 
the minerals of the Rocky Mountain regicn 
are wonderful crystals of the green amazon 
stone; ore from the famous Bridal chamber 
at Lake Valley, New Medico, so rich that the 
heat of a match will cause it to melt tnd fall in 
drops of nearly pure silver. Aspace the size 
of a moderate sized room produced about 
£100,000. The precious turquoise comes from 
Los Cerrilloz, New Mexico, where Montezuma 
got his chalchubuitis that he valued above gold 
and silver. The Indians still make long pil- 
grimages for the sacred stone. 

Most striking among the minera’s of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley and lake region are the blendes 
and galenas from Southwest Missouri, a district 
that now produces over one-half of all the zinc 
mined in the world. It was formerly so abun- 
dant that farmers built their fences with it. 
Masses of the lead ore weighing ten tons were 
found within twelve feet of the surface. Here 
Indians formerly procured the lead for their 
bullets, placing the ore on hollow stumps and 
building a fire over it. 

In the case devoted to the North Atlantic 
coast region is rhodonite, so much used by the 
Russians in their ornamental work, in fine crys- 
tals. The mines at Franklin, N. J., produce 
also many minerals found nowhere else in the 
world, such as franklinite, named after the 
illustrious philosopher; anomolite, a new 
species recently described by Professor G. A 
Konig, of the University of Pennsylvania ;

Cacoclasite, a new species in fine crystals, asso- 
ciated with pink titianite, comes from the same 
region, as do the remarkable crystals of apatite. 
These are among the finest specimens ever 
geen, and associated with them are the brilliant 
twin zircons. From the apatite are manufac- 
tured hypophosphits to stimulate the appetite, 
and superphosphates to grow wheat and corn.

Note on the Presence of Tannin in 
Gentian Root. 


BY O. J. 8. THOMPSON, 


The presence or absence of tannin ip the root 
of Gentiana lutea has long been a question of 
dispute, and from the evidence brought for- 
ward from both sides no absolute decision 
seems to have been arrived at. 

According |to Hanbury the root owes its bit- 
ter taste to gentiopicrin, a neutral body, sol- 
uble in water; it aleo contains gentianin or gen- 
tisin, a coloring principle, and a large quantity 
of pectin, the presence of tannin being left 
open to doubt. The investigations of Maisch 
went to prove that tannic matters were a»sent 
from the root, his belief being based on the fol- 
lowing experiments: 

1. A cold aqueous infusion was not disturbed 
by gelatine solution until it had stood for 
some hours, when a scant light colored precipi- 
tate made its appearance: this, after washing. 
was merely tinged light brown by dilute ferric

Wonaderfal Mineral Exhibit: 


One of the most conspicuous features of the 
American exhibition in London is the remarka- 
ble collection of minerals of Mr. A. E. Foote, 
of Philadelphia, Many of the specimens have 
been obtained during the collecting expedi- 
tions undertaken by Mr. Foote himself, and 
several. new species and varieties have been 
made known to science through his indefatica- 
ble labors, The central feature is a hexagoral 
pavilion covered with mica and surmounted 
by a model of snow crystal. Each side of the 
pavilion is devoted to a separate mineral re- 
gion of the North American continent, except 
the first, which is filled with a collection of 
gems and ornamental stones. Here are rough

Fish Oils. 


The fat separated from sardines, which was 
introduced into commerce about two years 
ago, according to M. Villon is principally pre- 
pared on the islands Ysso and Ava. Tbe fish 
are either boiled in kettles having a capacity 
of about 2,000 liters, for 4 hours, after which 
the fat is taken from the surface, or they are 
left in heaps until a portion of the fat runs off. 
The remainder of the fat is extracted by pres- 
sure. The crude fat is purified in Yokohama, 
by heating it for 1 hour to 50-60 deg.O. After 
cooling three layers are formed: the first con- 
sists of oil which is generally clear and directly 
barrelled. 

The second intermediate layer is solid, and 
after remelting is known as fish wax, fish 
stearin, &c. Thethird lower lay consists of 
wat: r albuminoids and fish scrap. 

Considerable quantities of theee fats are ex- 
ported from Cambodga, Tonkin, Anam, and 
Cochin China. The liquid fat contains 70 per 
cent. oil, and 30 per cent. solid fat. The melt- 
ing point is at 24 deg. C., the fatty acids melt 
between 30-31 deg, C. This corresponds to a 
composition of 28 per cent. fatty acids, and 72 
per cent. oleic acid. The analyses gave:—

Alcohol does not completely dissolve the fat; 
a slight residue remains, which appears to be 
stearin. The alcoholic solution has an acid re- 
action. With calcium bisulphide it forms a 
gold yellow soap. With zinc chloride it gives 
a yellow emulsion, which on heating becomes 
reddish yellow. Sulphuric acid colors it 
brownish red, the color becoming darker in 
time. Wi:h stannous chloride it gives a brownish 
red emulsion, which is immediately darkened 
on addition of sulphuric acid. With ammoni- 
um hydroxide it gives a white, and with potas- 
sium hydroxide, a clear yellow soap. The 
greater portion of the disagreeable odor may 
be removed by means of potassium perman- 
ganate, calcium hypocblorite, potassium caro- 
mate or sulphuric acid and sodium nitrate.

Oil as a Competitor with Gas, 


A paper entitled “Oil and other Iliuminants 
and their Effect on Gas Consumption,” read at 
the quarterly meeting of the Manchester Dis- 
trict Institution of Gas Engineers, by Mr. Jas. 
Dalgliesh, bas excited great interest. Mr. Dalg- 
liesh briefly referred at the outset to tke early 
history of lamps and artificial lighting, and to 
the introduction of gas, which was now con- 
fronted with a variety of oils as competitors, as 
well as with the electric light; but he coneid- 
ered the race lay between mineral oil on the one 
hand and the electriclight on the othe. Min- 
eral oil was undoubtedly the stronger opponent, 
because, owing to its cheapness and its unlim- 
ited supply from the ratural wells of America 
and Russia, and that manufactured from shale 
in Scotland, its illumiaating power, when con- 
sumed in one of the most modern lamps, to- 
gether with the easy mode of purchasing it in 
nightly or weekly quantities at the consumer’s 
door, placed it in a favorable position for 
competing with coal-gas with the small con- 
sumers. Some of these, it was true, were a class 
who were not worth troubling abont, but :here 
were again persons who wers reliable. and 
whose name they, as gas managers, would like 
to see on the pages of the rental. The total 
imports to this country from ali sources, of 
cocoanut, olive, seed, and sperm oils for a 
period often months ending October 31, 1887, 
were 335,313 tons,or 88,364,808 gallons, represent- 
ing £4,265,265 in value. In America they were 
forming large companies to point out new dis- 
tricta, and the deposits at the Wyoming oil and 
coal regions were said te be exceedingly Jarge 
and would, it was said, surpass the Pennsylva- 
nia district. In Russia the Baku petroleum 
oils were in great source of supply, and in our 
own country the natural production of parafiin 
manufactured from shale for illuminating; ur- 
poses was 20,000,000 gal'ons. At the Broxburn 
0.1 Companv’s works they-were stuck with the 
magnificence of the undertaking and surprised 
at the successful returns, The past year had, 
however, been a very disastrous one for the 
Scotch oil companies, and it was said that, un- 
less a reduction in the cost of production took 
place, the oil industry of Scotland could not be 
continued. Mr. Dalgleish pointed out that in 
one town in the North of England there was 
only one gas consumer to 14 per cent. of the 
population, while 6634 per cent. used oil, 
candles, or electric light. This state of things 
was a serious matter for gas companies, end 
the question arose whether they could not do 

something to reduce it? Was it desirable to re- 
ceive weekly or monthly installments, as 
adopted by one or two gas undertakings? Such 
was the question they had to seriously con- 
sider, as well as the cost of collection and 
extra assistance in the office; or did they think 
it best to *‘bide a wee’’ to sce what the resu!t of 
the petroleum trade would be? There could 
be no doubt thata considerable percentage of 
the population of the United Kingdom was 
copsuming oil and other illuminants,—Ow 
Traders’ Gazette.

In Dymock’s “Vegetable Materia Medica” 
this seed is described as horny, of a reddish 
color, with itsexternal surface covered with 
spots, as if mildewed, this appearance being 
due to a delicate crystalline efflorescence. The 
fruit is globular, of a dull red, grows in large 
bunches, and is rather smaller than a pepper- 
corn; its outer shell is striated from the base to 
the apex, where there isaamall besk; itisofa 
reddish brown color and marked with dark 
spote. This outer shell, if kept for arhort 
time, becomes much darker. Itiskncwain 
the bazaars under the synonyms of Babarang 
(Hind, and Beng.), Vaivarang (Bombay), Vagu- 
vilangan (Tam.), Vidanga (Sanskrit), and is 
credited by various writers with anthelmintic, 
alterative, tonic, carminative, attenuant and 
purgative properties, .

The Antwerp Board of Trade against 
American Lard Refiners, 


The complaint received by the President of 
the Produce Exchange from the Antwerp 
Board of Trede, bas been referred by the Board 
02 Managers to the Lard Committee, wh ch will 
met President Orr ata conference pext week, 
to consider what action shall be taken thereon 
by the Pr duce Exchange. 

This communication is an cficial one, in 
whioh the «ficers of the Antwerp Board of 
Trade state that their committee on lard and 
provisions have called uj o« that body to take 
gome action that shall save tbe trade in Amer- 
ican lard at that port and prevent the same 
legislation, which the communication says is 
feared, against American lard as was pasécd a 

-few years ago against American meatr, exclud- 

ing them from the Continent. The o mmuni- 
eation states that the quality of so-called re- 
fined lard has been so deteriorated in the past 
few years by the wholesale introduction of 
greases and other animal fats as well as vege- 
table oils that the people of that country are 
becoming so pr judiced against American lard 
as to render the enactment of laws exciuding 
tt whully from those markets unless something 
is speedily done to raise its quality to the oil 
standards. It theretore asksthe Produce Ex- 
change to co-operate in an ¢ ffort to restore the 
purity of our standards and to lay the matter 
before American refiners, and asking their 
assistance in order to save their own trade. 

When asked what action the Exchange could 

and woukd be likely to take on this commuani- 
eation,a member of the Lard Committee, to 
which it hag teen referred, said he did not see 
what the Exchange could do, as it had no jur- 
isdiction mm the matt r, for it had no standards 
for re fined lard and no rules whatever govern- 
ing the trade, which had always beem done 
wholly on the manufacturers’ brands, many of 
which the ex porters knew, as well as the refin- 


‘erg and the importers on the other side, had 


been largely reduced in quality in recent years 
in order to meet ths demands for lower prices 


on the part of these same importers in Ant- 


werp, who are now comp lainicg of the Ameri- 
can r finers for putting in the very ingredients 
which they ordered and paid for, w: li knowing 
that pure Jard, for which they retused t> pay, 
could not be sold at the prices they insisted 
upon, 

Now, said this member of the Lard Com- 
mittee, “when these Antwerp dealers have 
killed the goose that was laying their golden 
eggs which they soid atan exorbitant profit as 
pure American lard, instead of as the compound 
which they bought and aid for, they want the 
Produce Exchange, which has bad nothing 
to do with the trade in any way, to cor- 
rect the abuses of which they themselves are 
the authocs, and for which 'b’ir communica- 
tion charges the blame upon American refiners 
who would as soon ship them purelard as com- 
pound if they will pay for it, and for which the 
retailers on the other side have been charging 
vheir customers untl] they have nearly ruined 
the reputation of American lard, and until 
their customers are beginning to refuse to buy 
it. 

“What plan president Orr may sugcest at our 
meeting or what the views of the other mem- 
bers of the Lard Committee may be, I do not 
know,” said our informant, “bat I shall be in 
favor of answering this communication of the 
Antwerp Exchange with the above statement 
of fac'e, while copies thereof may also be fur- 
nisbed to our American rfiners here and in

A piece «f oleomargarine treated thus with 
the pheno! phtaline as large asa pee, if put on 
a piate with a drop of common household lye, 
sode, potash, or spirits of sal ammonia, and 
rubbed together w:li, will immediately give 
out an intense bright red color in the piece 
thus treated. A little cigar ashes made wet- 
rubbed with the cleomargarine and pressed be- 
tween folds of white blotting paper shows a 
red epot on the blotting paper. The !ye and 
sal ammonia give a more intense and lasting 
red color. The test is as simple as the well- 
known litmus paper test. 

“Every market master can make hundreds of 
such examinationsin a short ime, and every 
consumer is furnished with an easy and infalli- 
ble test, This manner of preparing the oleo- 
margarine with the phenol phtaline does not 
affsct the artificial bu‘ter at any stage of its 
manufacture or at anytime in its use. The 
color never comes out uncalled for, and in pre- 
paring meals it does not contact with strong 
alkalies, and so does not discolor. 

*By this new discovery the principal reasons 
for the probibition of the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine have been removed.”

Genuine and Spurious Licorice, 


The article licorice is an important staple of 
com rerce, and ig also a valuable specific for 
affections of the throat among the population 
of the British Isles, by whom it is familiarly 
known as “Spanish” and “Spanish licorice,” 
taking ite name from the country where it is 
supp.sed to be most largely grown. The com- 
mon licorice plant, no doubt, is indigenous to 
the South of Europe, particularly Spain and 
Italy, and it is said that the finest sorts come 
from the latter place. Licorice belongs to a 
gcous of leguminous plants, of which there are 
eight distinet species, witn pinnated leaves, and 
em: li blue, violet, or white fl»wergin the snave 
of heads or spikes. This licorice is also re- 
markable for the sweetness of its root, and 
though in some countries it grows wild, great 
attention is given to the cultivation of the 
plant for the sake of its root, which is mueh 
used in pharmaceutical preparations. We have

we cap: but when it is placed beyond the pos- 
sib lity of doubt that such and such descrip- 
tions of black juice have been sold as pure and 
unadulterated, when they have been merely 
vile compounds of the true licorice with flour 
or any other farinaceous substance, every hoa- 
est dealer ig filled witb indignation at the 
thought of the risk he runs la theeye of the law, 
and the imposition that is being practiced upon 
him when he was the least aware of eitker the 
one or the other of the twoeviis. The mode 
which has been chosen for thus deceiving buy- 
ers has been to import the licorice in thin 
sticks, less thao half the usual size; and a'- 
though they bear a brand, and there is nothirg 
in the color or appearance to denote that any 
tricks have been played with the Spanish or 
Italian juice, the taste is decided y cbjestion- 
able, and thie, of course, greativ deprives the 
article ev treated of its proper worth as a med 
icine or sovereign remedy against coughs and 
colds. Ia numerous instances there has been 
only 26 per cent of unadulterated jaice, the 
rest of the so-called licorice consisting of 
trashy worthless matter which has been added 
knowingly for increasing the bulk of the pro- 
duct and the profits of the shippers at the same 
time. The brands of the five celebrated kinds 
are “Solazzi,” “Corigliano,” “Pignate’li,”’ 
“Grasso.”” and “Zuvia,” and cannot be mis- 
taken, asthe name is stamped on the sticks of 
the hard juice,and the respectability of the 
principal dealers who sell these marks is a 
guarantee against any deception. The trade 
therefore will take the hint which we here 
throw out to them, and will henceforth thor- 
oughly examine every trample of licorice that 
is shown before making up their minds to pur- 
chase.—London Grocer.

This is due to the fact that trade has been un- 
Usually good throughout the year, and no 
doubt the late start of the present fire had a 
00d deal to do with it, The spring outlook 
was thought to be very encouraging, as trade 
reports from Chicago, 8t. Louis and Cincinnati 
all point that way. The reports on the impor- 
tations of Belgian glass shuwed that they are 
stil! large, but the great amount of 
building during the past year bas enabled 
the American manufacturers to find @ ready 
market for their product.

Apply the indicated quantity of lard remain 
ing in the country to the average of popule- 
tion for a period of five years ending June 30, 
1887, without reference to variation in stocks 
on hand at the begining and end of the term, 
the ascertained average annual consumption 
per capita is 8°46 pounds—nearly 34 pounds, 
For the five years ending June 30, 1882, Similar 
calculations show an average anual consump- 
tion of 288 pounds per capita, and for the pre- 
ceeding five years an average of 2°51 pounds. 
These caiculations imply that the rate of con- 
sumption has been inc: eased from the first to 
the third period of five years equivalent to 
nearly one pound per capita. 

These figures do not cover the full mearure 
of lard consum: tion in the country for they 
do not embrace the quantity made from 
farmers’ killing of hovs, nor the small butche - 
fog concerns outside of the large centers mep- 
tioned. But the data given undoubtedly covers 
much the iar: er proportion of the entire con- 
sumption of lard in this country. 

We have no means at hand for determining 
with certainty the quantity of adulterated lerd 
now manufactured annually in the Uaited 
States, but it is und rstood that the consump- 
tion of cottonseed oil in compound lard is 
about 50,000.900 pounds annually. The aggre- 
gate quantity of adulterated or compound lard 
now manufactured in the country is about 15°,- 
000,000 pounds an>ually. We have no means of 
knowing bow much of this is exported or how 
much consumed in this country. . 

Of the entire production of compound laré, 
sold as ‘‘refined”’ lard, only a small per cent is 
made outside of weli known establishments in 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis 
and Kansas City. Comparatively sma!l con- 
cerns are located in other cities. Our 
knowledge of the methods and operations of 
these larger establishments leads us to be- 
lieye that every one of them is accessible to 
parties who desire to inspect them, with a view 
of determining as to the quality of the mater- 
fais used. We do aot believe that deleterious 
materials are used by these parties, and if by 
any others only by very few of the smaller 
refiners, representing an infinitesimal quaniity 
of the compound product manufactured, It 
is known, however, that one of the seaboard 
lard re floing estatiishments uses more or less 
of white grease stock in making refined lard to 
meet the demand for a cheap arvicle for export 
to Cube, which is packed in tierces, This is 
surely obj-ctionabie, although we are oot com- 
Petent to say that even this is in fact deleter- 
ious a8 a food product, after the chemical pro- 
cesses it undergoes. 

Io using the term beef fat, as an ingredient 
of refined or compound lard, it should be un- 
derstood that this is almost entirely in the 
form of oleo stearine, which is a very white, 
pure and whelearme product.

TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 8. 


Buyers of linseed oil will be required to pay 
more money for that article to-morrow, as the 
city crushers this afternoon advanced the price 
of raw domestic seed oil to 55c, and raw Cal- 
cutta oil to 56c. The new schedule will take 
effact to-morrow, Western oil is out of this 
market for the present as receivers have but 
little stock on hand and they are limited to 56 
to correspond with 6%c in Chicago, which is 
now realized in the western metropolis. The 
market appears to be gaining strength daily 
and to day an unexpected support was given 
to it by western advices. As stated last week, 
the narrow margin between domestic and 
Calcutta seed oil is stimulating the movement 
in the latter. 

Cutton oils are firm in price and they are not: 
this direct contradiction is caused by the ad- 
vance of 30 per gallon on winter grades owing 
to good demand and comparatively limited pro- 
duction, the supposed good position of crude 
oil for spot delivery and the weak condition of 
summer, yellow oil. Some adverse comment 
was made because the REPORTER published 
gales of prime summer yellow at 40c, which 
were actually made but on a private basis 
to keep the public ignorant of the ten- 
dency of the market; cellers are of 
course unanimous in their desire to sup- 
port p:izes, but the buying element is no 
ending that assistance so necessary to a steady 
or strong market, on summer oils especially, 
Crude is held up to 36c because spot delivery 
is limited, still, there are no important wants 
at the moment. Total receipte of all grades 
of oil for the week were 5,300 bbls, but most of 
this was needed to fillexpiring December con- 
tracts. Attempts have been made to cover up 
the weak spot of the market by quoting exces- 
sive prices for summer yellow, but it keeps 
down by its own weight, and holders bad be- 
come reconciled to the fact to-day that 4le 
was the actual value of prime summer 
yellow in 60 bul lote,andif 41o will purchase 
jobbing lots what will move Jarger quantities? 
Sellers were not disposed to answer this ques- 
tion but a bid would soon determine the mat- 
ter. All other grades of refined oil seem to be 
ndependent of summer yellow—even white 
summer is quoted at 450, which shows what pe- 
culiar reactions in trade are wrought by time. 
It is expected that January business will not 
be so large as December, but if history repeats 
itself it ought to be more extensive. Business 
is quiet at the moment. Soap stock is inquired 
for and seliing moderately well at 144@!}4o. 

Weare wired from New Urleans to-night 
thet crude is quoted at 32c and summer yellow 
at 38c, which shows an unusual difference of 4c 
per gallon in the price of crude oil between 
here and New Orleans.

7}4c, and sorts at 63426740, as to quantity. 

Olive oil is dull and steady at previous 
prices. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil is quoted fizm by city pressers at 65¢ 
but this figure can be shaded for Western 
brands. A better tone was generally to be 
noted to-day as tradesmen were eager for 
business and the short respite from daily cares 
seemed to have stimulated the movement of 
most goods ‘There is the usual demand for 
consumptive outlets and it is noticed that or- 
ders are more frequent and larger. 


Menhaden fish oil is inactive but firm at pre- 
vious figures. The nominal price is 23c for 
prime northern oil, but there are ne buyers at 
that. The manufacturing trade seemed to 
have been well supplied before the advance in 
views, and the wants from this source are not 
expected to be important until near the spring 
months. Molders are sanguine of realizing 
full figures later on, and some are talking 2'c 
for their {limited stocks, The market is in 
a good pesition and only requires de- 
mand to send it up. Pressed grades are 
stiffening in value, but are not yet quotably 
altered. Buyers who postpone their wants will 
have to psy more money as time advances, 
should the strong position of crude be main- 
t.ined. Fish foots are quoted at 2c per lb. and 
in good demand. 

The only transaction in crude sperm oil has 
been a sale of 10 Lbis at New Bedford for man- 
ufacture at 60c. Refined is unchanged. Crude 
whale oil excites little interest, as on!y 850 bbls 
Southern oil remain in first hands at New Bed- 
ford, and business will necessarily be restricted 
until fresh arrivals from the catch of the Arctic 
whalers. The refined market is dull and feature- 
less. 

Whalabone is still quoted at $2.25 per lb for 
Arctic, but the price is nominal as no business 
is passing. 

Elaine oil sold ro well at thefirm figure of 
Bic less 1 per cent, that the combination price 
is now 32c with usaal discount, and while there 
are numerous inquiries no business is doing. 
Saponified red oil is stationary at previous fig- 
ures. These oils will doubtless remain steady 
while tallow is in its present condition. 


Mineral Olis. 

Pareffine oils are still hardening in value and 
supplies are limited. Buyers claim that they 
have to pay 10c for 25 gravity and &c for 28 
gravity, and that orders are not fitied prompt- 
ly. Manufacturers are inclined to quote the 
figures named, but special customers are said 
to be favored at 9}4@7}40 for 25@28 gravities, 
respectively. There is no neceessity now to 
drum up trade for paraffines; they take the 
lead in popularity and are growing in that re- 
spect. Production will shortly be increased, 
and all wants will then be satisfied without in- 
convenience. 

Red paraffine oils are alse reported scarce 
and firmer, owing. it is said, to the increased 
movement, They are being taken to a greater 
extent to fill the wants for machinery oil, and 
the high viscosity and eolor are in their favor 
for that purpose, They are supplanting com- 
pounded oils toacertain extent,and jobbers 
are making them popular by their use instead 
of mixing animal, fish and mineral oils for the 
consuming trade. 

There is no change in the other grades of 
lubricants. Black Oils, cylinder stocks and 
essential oils are steady at former prices, but 
trade is quiet, 





Oll Cake. 

The oil cake market is in a quiet state pend- 
ing the resumption of business in the European 
markets which bas been interrupted by the 
holidsy recess. Holders of cake on spot have 
bad no occasion recently to quote a price for 
actual business and call the market nominal at 
$21@2% 26 per ton. An improvement in trade is 
expected before the week is out.

TuEsDAY EVENING, January 3, 1888. 

The past week, although holiday week, when 

a dull market is ordinarily expected, has proved 
one of the busiest in months, The inciting 
cause was the stronger statistical position and 
the successful working of theshut-down move- 
ment, which have given the oporators on the 
pull side confidence, and this confidence in be- 
ing able to pay carrying charges and realizing 
good profits on their ventures was apparently 
well founded. When the shut-down was in- 
augurated, two months ego, its supporters 
freely predicted dollar oil before the clcse of 
the year, but as the market refused to reapond 
as promptly as was expected, the limit was 
lowered to ninety cents, and this point 
was reached, much to the _ satisfac- 
tion of the longs and disgust of the not 
inconsiderable short interest. The situa- 
tion, as shown by the monthly fleld raporte, is 
now 80 Strong that the market will doubtless 
respond to its elevating influence and the re- 
newed predictions of an early realization of 
seeing the § precede the figures indicating the 
price of oil does not appear unreasonable or 
unjustifiable. The course of the market dur- 
ing the past week, while in the main strong, 
has been somewhat erratic. The changes have 
for the most part been due to the efforts of the 
operators who saw and availed themselves of 
opportunities to manipulate prices to their 
’ profit. In a number of instances the shorts 
were squeezed, and after shorts had been fright- 
ened into covering the price was allowed 
the drop and the shrewd operators would load 
up at others’ expense. This plan was pursued 
successfully several times and was made com- 
paratively easy by the number of stop orders 
held by brokers. The outlook for the ensuing 
week is considered bullish though there are not 
a few who pin their faith on a sharp reaction. 
To show the strong statistical position at a 
glance we may state that the total stocks on 
December 31, 1886, were 33,367,898 bbls and on 
December 31, 1887, 28,26°,500 bbls, a reduction of 
5,107,398 bbls during the past year. At this rate 
the total stocks above ground would become 
wiped out in the course of about five year:. 
The total production of the year, as shown by 
the pipe line runs was 21,672,103 bbis, while the 
shipments amounted to 26,979,305 bbis. Our ex- 
ports show a decrease, the total in crude equiv- 
alent being 15,622,190 bbls. These figures are 
strong bull showings and the bovine operators 
are using them “for all they are wortb.” 
Tbe transactions during the five days cov- 
ering the past week show a large increase, 
the sales footing up 21,238,000 bbls against 13,494, 
000 bbis for the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 38,’ 92,000 
bbis, against 31,348,000 bbis during the preceding 
week. The total clearances reported for the 
other four exchanges amounted to 58,1 94,000 
bbls against 34,566,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week was 
reached to-day, when 95}¢c was touched. The 
lowest point of the week was 87c and was 
touched last Wednesday. The opening prive 
last Wednesday was 88340 and the close this 
evening was at 953gc, showing an advance as 
the result of the week’s trading of 6%c. while 


the extreme range of fluctuations for the week 
was 8igc. 


In the Saxonburg field Bolard & Greenlee No, 
8, Lonitz, is in the sand with a showing of oil, 
and the sand is good. She has bcen delayed by 
a fishing job for over a month; in the mean- 
time Grandmother has been taking the oil. 
Haymaker and Legget No. 1 Crawford, has 
struck gas and ere moving out their boiler ; 
their No. 1, Foercht made a 10 bbl flow, and is 
showing for a 10 or 15 bbl well; they are still 
drilling in fair sand. This will cause Bolard & 
Greenlee to start the drill again in their No.1 
Adler 12 ucre lease, which lays between 
Foercht No. 1 and the Urqubart & Lavens, and 
makes it a sure location for a Paying well: it is 
now 509 feet deep. Bolard & Greenlee will 
move two rigs to the Lonitz and 
drill, Haymaker & Ligget’s Foercht No. 
218 pumping 50 bbis. Extension No. 4 has 
quit flowing. Biack, on Frazier, is still drilling. 
Baker, Stafford & Co. on the Muder, flowing 
1% to 2 bbis. an hour. Yeagle & Reiber’s Bad- 
enfelder Nos, 2 and 8 are still drilling, but no 
oil yet. The chances for a paying weil in 
either case are not good. There ig no change in 
any of the wells east of the Snee. They are all 
Small affairs. Faul’s well is pumping and 
showing for a ten barreler. McBride & Golden 
No. 1, Lonitz, began pumping Saturday, and 
bumped 50 bbls of water and quit; they 
Pulled the valves out and found the lower 
valve full of sand. Production of the field is 
now down to about 1,00u bbis per day. -

The opening this morning was at 88}¢c, show- 
ing a gain of }éc over the close of last evening, 
and the indications pointed: to a strong sup-

This caused quite a flurry, and 
resulted in adding cents to the price, and the 
hig best point was finally reached at 90}¢c, Fur- 
ther efferts to boost the price were checked by 
freer selling, there being quite a number of 
stop orders, whose limit was apparentiy 90c 
and this brought about a reaction, the market 
easing off toward the end of the session, and 
finally closing at 883¢2, This showed a losso 
lgc for the day under a range of 3}é0 to fluc- 
tuations. Trading was active throughout, and 
resulted in rolling up the total sales to 5,070,000 
bbis. In the Saxonburg field the Extension 
No. 8 was doing 8 bbls per hour, and the 
No. 7 was flowing lightly into the same 
tank. The Faul & Shay well got through the 
sand, which was 20 feet thick, and showed fora 
small pumper. Extension No. 2 started flow- 
ing at the rate of 56 bbis per hour. Nos.3 and 4 
were emptying into one tank and did 185 bbis 
the past 24 hours. No. 4 was shot late in the 
afternoon. Tbe Bolard & Greenlee No, 1, 
north or Snee No. 3, struck the sand and flowed 
at about 5 bbis per hour. Reicher & Co.’s well 
on the Pfaube has been shot without result. 
The production of this fieid for the past 24 
hours was 1,92 bbis.

Compound Lard and Legislation. 


The advocates of the Dawes Bill relating to 
adulterated lard say that the tax feature has 
been added in orderto bring the subject matter 
of such legislation within the constitutional 
powers of Congress. Does the constitution 
provide for new measures of revenue except-* 
ing in case of exigency calling for revenue? Ie 
not the President’s recent meseage an officiel 
declaration that there is no such exigency, but, 
in fact, a condition of affairs calling for modi- 
fication of existing provisions for revenue? 
Is not a new revenue measure, under such 
conditions, clearly unconstitutional? How- 
ever great the need for legislation fur protec:- 
ing consumers against adulterated or impure 
food products or drugs, is it the proper course 
to pursue to resort to unconstitutional, there- 
fore unlawful means, for accomplishiug such 
ends? 

The State of Massachuseette, as a State, has 
taken action with reference to compound lard, 
which covers the various features ia which the 
consumer is interested, and in which the com- 
petitive manufacturer should have aright to 
enter a claim. Is it not clearly a matter for 
State regulation to accomplish? Is it within 
the province of Congress to enter upon legisla- 
tion so plainly belonging to the States ? 

Is it good argument to claim that an uncon- 
stitutional revenue measure is justifiable on 
the ground that the proposed tax “will beso 
very smal! as to be hardly noticeable ?” 

Is it a good argument to take ground against 
a wholesome and desirable compound because 
there is a good margin of profitin its manufac- 
ture, even in selling at Jower prices than the 
unmixed article for which it is a substitutc? Is 
it correct logic to claim tbat such margin of 
profit, in seliing to the consumer at the re- 
duced price, is to such an extent “taken out of 
the consumer?” Is not the man who can make 
a mixture of good materials—we will say,a 
compound of cottonseed oi), beef fat and hog’s 
lard, making a substitute for lard, considered 
in every particular equal to lard for the uses 
for which it is offered—doing a good service to 
the consumer in offering it to him at less cost 
than the straight article,tor which it is a sub- 
stitute? 

Can anybody tell what lard costs a packer, 
at a stated price paid for live hogs from which 
it is made without reference to what is rea- 
lized on other portions of the produci? If not, 
is it not fallacy and deception and bad form to 
talk of alossof one to two cente a pound on 
lard manufacture, under competition from 
other animal and vegetable fats entering chan- 
nels previously occupied by lard? 

There are mules of greater value than some 
horses; dog skins that are preferable to some 
leopard sking; oleomargarine that is far better 
for the human stomach than some butter—and 

a mixture of pure cottonseed oll and beef fat 


with lard may be considered preferable 
straight hog’s lard, for its equal or siete) 
merit, in every particular, combined with, 
saving in cost. But the purchaser bas a righ 
to know what he receives, in each end ever 
inetance, 

Compound lard should be branded what it &, 
The use of deleterious materials, in such art). 
cles for food uses, should be severely punish 
able, including imprisonment. 

The actions of dishonest men should not bh 
made to serve ss an embargo upon an impor. 
ant industry—whether it be the manufactur 
of pure lard, or a mixtu:e of lard, beef fat anj 
cottonseed oil. A properly made substitute 4 
as legitimate an article of manufacture as that 
for which it substitutes, 

Is it in order to endeavor to degrade the rep. 
utation of compound lard in ita entirety of 
manufacture for the reason that an infinitesi- 
mal proportion of it contains objectionable in- 
gredients, or because the article isa successfy| 
competitor with pure lard? Is not the present 
movement against compound lard one for pro- 
t2ction of an industry against the influences of 
another legitimate industry, rather than any 
solicitude for tbe consumer.—Cincinnatt Prig 
Currint.

OBITUARY. 
B. L. FAHNESTrOCK. 

We are wired from Pittsburg as the RE- 
PORTER goes to press that Mr. B. L, Fahne- 
stock,a pioneer of the j bbine drug trade in 
the West, bad expired at his home this morn- 
ing efter an iliness of three years, No further 
particulars were given in tbe telegram, and we 
are indebted to a persunal and warm friend of 
the deceased gentieman in this city who grad- 
uated from his place of business some years 
agc, for the following account of Mr. Fahne- 
stock’s very useful and eventful career, 

The name of Fabnestock is known over the 
eotire world, and it will be handed duwa to 
posterity as a valuable trademark, made 80 
through the enterprise and indumicable energy 
and courage of one ot the most progressive 
citizens Pittsburg ever had between the years 
of 1865 and 188, The sutject of this sketch 
was born in Larcaster, Pa. a town mad 
famous by its thrifty and intejligent Dutch 
settlements, and at the time of hie death bad 
Probably reached the 80th year of his earthly 
pilgrimage, which was made glorious by his 
remarkabie commercial career and deeds of 
charity, prompted by « generous and unseifish 
beart, and from a desire to bene fit mankind. 

When a youth he was apprenticed to hs 
uncle, Mr. B. A. Fabnestock, of the wholesale 
drug firm ot Fabnestock, Huil & Cu., then bav- 
ing Dranches 10 ail the principal cities, inciuda- 
tog New York. Hs soon demonstrated bis 
aollity aud it was not long uutil h: becamea 
member of the firm and its leading light. The 
affairs of the house were directed by him vntil 
loob, when he concluded to branch out for 
bim-eif and purchased the drug business 
of Fieming Bros., then on the corner of Wova 
and Fourth streets, Pittsburg. Associated 
with bim in this enterprise were Meéssre, 
Reuben Bauman and Hiram Beymer,the form- 
er baving been shipping clerk and the latier « 
salesman in the house of Fabnestock, Huli & 
Co, Atter they were instulicd as partners iu 
the firm of B. L. Fabuestuck & + 0., iu 1e67, Mr. 
C. F. Wel.s was admitied, and with this com 
b nation uf energy directed with rare execu 
tive sxiil, the bueiness grew to large propor:

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cate he had fioally made Sam Jones, the seller* 
toe the mark, and the opium was on the way. 
The three barrels of flour stood next morning 
pefore the doors of Kwong Chin Lung, and the 
dozen or more members of the syndicate were 
choking back their joy and looking shady. 
When the barrels were gotten insida all hands 
burried to get @ “pipe” out of the new invoice. 
Kwong Chin Chong handled the hammer ana 
chisel. The flour flew out in clouds and 
smothered bim. 

Chu Fong likewise found flour in his barrel 
and likewise swore in both high-toned Chinese 
and English at Sam Jones’ trick. He had the 
air of ove outraged, took up his gcli-headed 
cane and went away in company with two or 
three members of the syndicate to Jersey City 
to report the fraud to the Chief of Po,ice of 
that city, as Sam Jones couldn’t be found. 

After long and patiert waiting by the syndi- 
cate for Mr. Chu Fong to either catch Sam 
Jones or return the $3,500, it finally put the 
matter into the hands of several Chinese pri- 
vate detectives. The syndicate now alleges 
that the detectives found that Chu Fong had 
given $2,500 toa Mr. Ieaacs, of No. 202 Cha’ ham 
square, to secure the lease «of No. 11 Mott 
street; $500 as a Christmas pr-sent to a young 
lady who used her “ir. fluence”’ to get the lease, 
$110 to another woman and $100 to his lawyer 
to defend him against the syndicate, leaving 
$300 yet unaccounted for. 

Knowing that Chu Fong was the business 
agent of the rich firm of Kwong Hing Lung, 
the syndicate, after due conrultation with its 
counsel, decided to arrest and to sue him for 
the full amount involved. Accordingly Chu 
Fong and Kwong Hing Lung were duly served 


with papers from the Supreme Court, procured ° 


by Kwong Chin Chong and others, of No. 2 
Mott street. Bonds were demanded to the 
amount of $10,000. Not being able to secure 
bail, Chu Fong offered, as a last resort, the rea 
estate Nos. 18 and 12 Mott street as surety 

This raised a rove among the Chinese property- 
owners, as Chu F ng had no more interest in it 
than the maninthe moon. Heis nowin prison 
and the case will soon come up for trial.

Merchandise Marks Law of Great 
Britain. 


The following is an abstract of the new law 
ofGreat Britain relative to to merchandise 
marks. It has been framed in the interest of 
bonest dealing, and isan act which guarantees 
to the manufacturer and the merchant ail the 
bene fits of his skill and ingenuity in devising 
trade-marks, Engliih manufacturers and 
others have suffered l(s3 and aunoyances by 
the imitation or counterfeiting of their mer- 
chandise marks by competitors on the Conti- 
nent: 

Clause 2: Offenses constituted.—(1) Every per- 
#00 who (a) forges avy trade mark,or (b) falsely 
applies to goods any trade mark or any mark 
so nearly resembling a trade mark as to be cal- 
culated to deceive, or (c) makes any die, block, 
machine, or other instrument for the purpose 
of forging or of being used for forging a trade 
mark, or (d) applies any false description to 
goods, or (¢) disposes of or has in bis possession 
avy die, biock, macbine, cr other instrument 
for the purpose of forgiog a trade mark, or (/) 
causes any of the things abovein this sec ion 
mentioned to be done, shail, subject to the pro- 
visions of this Act, and unless he proves that 
that he acted without intent to defraud, be 
guilty of an cffense against this Act. (.) Every 
Person who eeils, or exposes for, or has in bis 
possession for, sale, or auy purpose of trade or 
manufacture, any goods or things to which 
any forged trade mark or false trade descrip- 
tion is applied, or to which any trade mark or 
mark so nearly resembling a trade mark as to 
be calculated to deceive is falsely applied, as 
the cuse may be, sbuli unless he proves (a) that 
baving taken all reasopable pre cautions against 
committing an offense against this Act, he had 
atthe time of the commission of the alleged 
offense no reason to suspect the genuineness of 
the trade mark, mark, or trade description, and 
(t) that on demand made by or on behalf of the 
Prosecutor he gave ail the information in bis 
Power with respeet to the persons from whom 
he obtained such goods or things, or (c) that 
otherw.se he hud acted innocently, be guilty of 
an Cffense against this Act. 

Penalties provided—(") Every person guilty 
of an« ff nce against this act shall be Ji. bie (.) 
0D conviction on indictment to imprisonment, 
with or without bard labor, for a term not ex- 
Ceeding two years, or to fine, or to imprison- 
ment and fine; and ('1.) on summary conviction 
to imprisoument, with or without hard labor, 
for a term not exceeding four months, or to a 
fine not exceeding £20, and in the case of a sec- 
Ond or subsequent conviction to imprisonment 
with or witbout hard labor, for a term not ex- 
Oeeding six months, or toa fine not exceeding 
£0; and iil.) in any case to forfeit to Her 
Mejeety every chattel, article, instrument, or 
thing by means of or in relation to which the 
Off snse has been committed. 

Clause 8: Deflaitions—The expression “trade 
Mark” means a trade wark registered under 
the uot, 1833, and includes any trade mark pro- 
tected by law in any British possession or for- 
eign State to which the provisions of the 1(#d 
section of that act are, under order in councii, 
for the time being applicable. The expression 

trade description” means any description, 
statement, or other indication direct or indl- 
rect—(a) as to the number, quantity, measure, 









place or country in which any goods were 
made or produced; or (c) as to the mode of 


manufacturing or producing any goods 
or (d) as to the material of which 
any goods are composed; or (e) as to 


any goods being the sutj-ct of an existing 
patent privilege or copyright; and the use of 
any figure, wo:d or mark which, according to 
the custom of the trade, is commonly 


taken to be an indication of any of 
the above matters, shall be deemed 
to be a trade description within the 


meaning of this act. The expression “false 
trade description” means a trade description 
which is false in a material respect as regards 
the goods to which it is applied, and inciudes 
every alteration of a trade description, whether 
by addition, «ffacement, or otherwise, where 
that alteration makes the description false ina 
material respect. The provisions of this act 
respecting the application of a false trade de- 
scription to goods shall extend to the applica- 
tion to goods of any such fizures, 
words, Or marks or arrangement or 
combination thereof, whether including 
atrade-mark or not, as are reasonabiy 
calculated to lead persons to believe that the 
goods are the manufacture or merchandise of 
some person other than the person Whose man- 
ufacture or merchandise they really are, and 
shall also extend to the application of any false 
Dame or initials of a person, in like manner as 
if such name or initials were a trade deacrip- 
tion, and also to the names or initials of a flo- 
titious person, or of e.me person not bona fi ie 
carrying Oo business in connection with such 
gooda, 

Ciauce 5 enacts that a trade-mark, mark, or 
trade description shall be deemed to be applied, 
whether it is woven, impressed, or otherwise 
worked into, or annexed or «flired to the goods 
or to any coveriag, label, or any other thing. 

Clause 10 enacts that, in the case of imported 
goode, evidence of the port of shipment shall 
be prima facte evidence of the place or country 
in which the goods were made or p.oduced. 


Clause 12 provides that where, upon the in- 
formation of an < ffense against th.s act, a jus- 
tice bas issued either a summons requiring the 
defendant charged by such informati »n to an- 
pear to answer to the same, or a warrant for 
the arrest of such defendant, and either the 
said justice on or after issuing the the sum- 
mons or warrant, or any other justice, is satis- 
fled, by intormation or oath, that there is rea- 
sonable cause to suspect that any goods or 
things, by means of or in relation to which 
such <ffense has been committed, or in any 
house or premsses of the defendant, or other- 
wise in his possxssion or under his control in 
any place, such justice may issues a war- 
rant under his hand, by virtue of which 
it shail be lawful for avy constable named 
or referred to in the warrant to enter 
such bouse, pre ises, or place at any reason- 
abie time by davy,and to search there fur and 
seize and take away those goods or things; and 
any goods or things seized under such warrant 
shali be brought before a court of summary 
jurisdiction for the purpose of its being de- 
termined whether the same are or are not lia- 
ble to forfeiture under this act. 


Clause 14 enacts that whereas it is expedient 
to make further provision for prohibiting the 
importati n of goods which, if sold, would be 
liable to forfeiture under this act, be it there- 
fore enacted us foliows: All such goods and 
also all goods of foreign manr facture bearing 
any name ortrade mark being or purporting 
to be the name or trade mark of any mapufac- 
turer, dealer, or trader in the United Kingdom. 
unless such name Or trade mark isaccompanied 
by a definite indication of the place or country 
where such goods were made or produced, are 
hereby prohibited to be imported into the 
United Kingdom, and, sut j ‘ct tothe provisions 


of this cection, shail bs inc.uded amoog goods 


prohibited to be imported, as if they were epec- 


ified in Section 42 of the Customs Consolidation 
Act, 18:6. 


Ciause 17 enacts that on the sale or in the con- 


tract for the sale of any goods to which a trade 
mark, mark, or trade description has been ap- 
plied, the vendor shall be deemed to warra..t 
Ubat the mark is a genuine trade mark, and not 
forged or falsely applied, or that the trade de- 
scription is not a faise trade description within 
the meaning of this act, uoless the contrary is 
expressed in some writing signed by ur on be- 
haif of the v.ndor, and delivered ¢t the time 
of sale or contract to and accepted by the ven- 
dee. 


Clause 18 enacts that where, at the passing of 


this act, a trade description is lawfully and 
generally appiiea to goods of a particular class 
or manufactured by a particular method, to 
indicate the particular <liss er method of man- 
ufacture of such gobds, the provisions of this 
act with respect to false 
shall not apply to such trade description when 
80 applied; provided, that where such trade 
description inciuves the name of a piace or 
country, and ie calculated to mig ead as to 
the place or country where the goods at 
which it is applied were actually made or pro- 
duced and the goods are not actua:ly made or 
pr duced in that pi-ce or country, this section 
eh:li notappiy, uoless there is added to the

Tariff Legislation and the Chemical 
Iniustry. 


Mr. J. A. Wilson, of Philadelphia, who is 
connected with the house of Messrs. Powers & 
Weightman, has wri'ten a letter upon the fore- 
roing sutj-ut for the Bul) tin of the Iron and 
Steel Association, and as the article contains 
valuable information of interest to the general 
trade, we give it in full below: 

Tariff legislation has been singularly inimical 
to the prosperity of the chemical industry of 
the Uvited States. So far from manifesting a 
disposition to encourage enterprises already 
established, and stimulate fresh undertakings, 
our Government has shown but half-hearted 
sympathy in the one case and remained indif- 
fereitin the other. A very large number of 
chemicals used in the arte and manufactures 
are on the free list, so that the average rate of 
duties on chemicalsin general, free and dutia- 
bie considered t gether, ia very Jow indeed. 
Forexampl:: For the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1884, it was 96 per cent, and for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1886, it was 11°46 per cent. 

Thus it is that inadequate protection to 
American chemical manufacturers—who, it 
need hardly be stated, do business under pre- 
cisely the same conditions as apyly to their 
fellow manufacturers in other departments of 
industry In the United States—has permitted 
this country to be tooded with the surplus 
products of Great Britain and the Continent. 
During the fiscxl year ended June 30 1886, our 
importatlons of these products were as follows:

‘nese fizures represent a vast amount of labor 
and large sums of money - employment to for- 
eign workingmen and profit to foreign manu- 
facturers. ITbat money and energy and skill 
are al! to be had in this country can not b> 
doubted, and it may very properly be asked, 
why do we not produce these goods, and in suf- 
ficient quantity to supply our own want? The 
answer is that it is impossiole under present 
circumstances; that the cost to manufacture 
them in this country far exceeds that abroad; 
and that this is main‘y due to the difference in 
wager. It should be remembered that the item 
cf pay for labor not only eaters into the cost 
of making an article from the raw material, as 
80 much per pound, or yard, or ton, paid to 
the working man in his weea’s wager, but that 
it ig an important factor in the cost of the 
utensils, apparatus, and machinery employed, 
as well as the factory in which the work is 
done, the « flive expenses, etc. 

The term pauper libor may not be very ele- 
gant nor just he properterm te apply when 
referring to the low wages paid abroad, but 
whether pauper or princely we have the facts 
staring usin the face just the same—3v, 40, 50 
60 and 80 cents a day paid ‘n some parts of 
Europe for the same sort of work that receives 
$1, $150 and $3 in this couatry—and we bave 
the result—inability to compete. We are losing 
our home market without gaining any foot- 
bold in foreign countries, a 

Some important chemicals, essential to the 
arts and industries, which are produced in im- 
mense quantities abroad, have never been 
mace here on an extensive scale, if at all, and 
Can not be so long as duties remain on the 
present low basis, or the articles stand on the 
free list, as the case may be, or tar.ff legisla- 
tion remains the uocertain factor that it is. 
Let us take, for example, chloride of lime, or 
b eachiog powder, which is on the tree jist and 
is not produced here at. al). Of this article we 
imported duriug the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1836, 93,016,208 pounds, vaiued at $1,354,018,82, 
not a pound of which can be manufactured 
here at a profit unless we bav> a protective 
duty. There are other chemicals which were 
ence manufactured largely here whose pro- 
duction has been steadily diminished, if not 
dwarfed or totally abandoned, by the insuf- 
ficient protection afforded by the present low 
duty. 

Toe American manuf ‘cturers of sulphate of 
quinine once supplied the wants of this coun- 
try, we might say, in full. They were never in 
& position port, bat they held the home 
market and uced an article unsurpassed in 
purity and appearance. The duty was 2) per 
cent. ad valorem, @ moderate rate, as all mast 
admit, and it was removed. It was not re- 
duced gradually, but was struck out entirely, 
aod at onc® quinine was put on the free list. 
The duty was removed irc 1879. The conse- 
quence bas been that this country is a sort of 
dumping-ground, as it has been termed, for 
the surpius p:0 iuct of Europe, while American 
manufacturers can not export an ounce of the 
article, 

Considerable quinine comes from Italy. 
Wages in England are much lower than here; 
they are etiil lower in France than in England; 
luwer yet in Germany than ion Franc; and 
again lower in Italy than 1n Germany. Quinine 
ia made in all the countries named and is thrown 
on this market in ever iocreasiog Quantities, 
The Ital as Government pays an export bounty 
to the I[taijan manufacturers on ali the quivine 
they send out of their country. The United 
States Government, on the other hand, by 
putting quinine on the free list and withdraw- 


ing all protection from American producers, 
invites foreign manufac'urers of quinine to 
send their product to this country. The Italian 
manufacturers. besides having G:« vernment 
aid, pay their workingmen miserably low 
wager. Workingmen wili not accept such 
wages in this country, nor will they submit to 
be degraded as in Italy. 

Su'phate of quinine was made free in 1879, 
but to illustrate fully the effects of this legis- 
lative action upon this srticie we will go back 
afew yearnteyond 1£79 and compare the im- 
portations under a 20 per cent. ad valorem duty 
with the importations which immediately fol- 
lowed the placing of quinine upon the free 
list. The impcrtations of suiphate of quinine 
for the past fourteen fiscal years, ending with 
the 30th cf June ia cach year, have been ag

Not a single ounce of American sulphate of 
quinine was exported du’ ing this period, What 
other result could have been anticipated than 
the large importations we have presented 
above? Oiher manufacturers, who as yet 
have not bad such heroic treatment applied to 
them, but whose term may come sooner or 
later, muy feel interested in considering the 
above excibit, and pussibly be inclined to exert 
themselves to bave this evident 11 justice ecor- 
rected. Under moderate Protection (and the 
duty of 2u per cent. ad valorem was a very 
moderate on) tne 2,180,157 ounces of sulphate 
of quinine made in Eagland, Fvance, Germany, 
-nd Ita y,and sent to this country for con- 
sumption during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1887, would have been manutactured here, 

Every American manufacturer should seri- 
Ously consider these two questions, namely: 
1, Wil! you be able to hold the home market if 
such goods as you produce shall be removed 
from the dutiable to the free list? 2. If you 
cannot hold the home market how can you ex 
pect to supply forvign markets? 

That an industry whose importance has re- 
ceived general recognition abruad should be f 
held in so light esteem in this couatry is re- 
markabie; that it shoulc fail to receive the 
same mea:ure of protection that ie accorded to 
the other great industries is ui just; and that 
our government should remain indifferent to 
the importance of having chemicais used in the 
arts and manufactures largely produced here is 
a national! biunsder. 

For the fiscal year ended June 30, 1886, we 
imported chemicais of foreign production 
valued at $47,536.682.03, cf which $24.740,794.51 
were entered free of duty, and $i2,791,387.52 
paid duty, showing an average rate of duty of 
116 10 per cent, including value of ixnports 
both freeand dutiable, the reveuue derived 4 
being $4,347,625.05. These figures give some 
idea of the magnitude of the chemical imports 
and the very low average rate of duties im. 
posed. Yet the facts are that chemicals bave 
had but recentiy accorded to them a separate 
avbeduie in the tariff statutes of the United 
States, having previously been uuceremoni- 
ously relegated to the schedule devoted to 
sunodriee. Ia contrast with this arrangement 
chemica! products bave taken for many years 
the head of the itist of scneduies in the well 
arranged tar'ff of France. This arrangement 
was suggested to the Tariff ( omission, and 
was adopted by it, so that Schedule A is now 
devoted to chemicals. 

But, while this industry is so large end im- 
portant, and while it now stands at the head of 
the series Of schedules in our tariff law, the 
protectiou accorded to it has been given for 
years past under a sort of protest, the rates of 
duty are fur below the avereg2, and some 
branches of the business, as in the case of sul- 
phate of quintne, bave been most unfairly and 
unceremoneously dealt with. 

In connection with this sut ject ‘t may be of 
interest tos ate that for maoy years Eogiand 
manufactured and exported almost exclusively 
a certain clase of chumicals that became known 
in the marketas “heavy Eoglish chemicais.”’ 
German goods of like character were practi- 
eaily ucheard of in this country, Now, while 
it is true that Eoglaod in a few heavy chemi- 
cals still stands pre-eminent, it is equally true 
that Germany issendiog here vast quantities 
or vbemical prodict-,and they are not only 
what may be termed flae chemicals, but some 
are of the clase that for years seemed to be re- 
stricted to Exagiand, as fur instance oxalic 
acid,yellow prussiate potash, binoxalate of pot 
asb byposulpbite : oO !a, etc, 

Such German gouds have but recently ap- 
peared in the American mirk-t. The scien- 
tide and studivus Germans, baving ample cap- 
ital, ekili of a bigh character, and wages of @ 
low one, with about equal advantages as to 
raw materials, in many instancesare making 
serious inroads in tbisas in numerous other 
branches of Eogi'cb manufacture, If Bogland 
cannot stand up against the iow wages of the 
Continent how_can the United States?

A Peculiar Earthwax. 


G. Dollfusand 8. Mennier describe a new 
variety of earth wax which ia fcund in Sloboda 
Rungorska, near Kolomes, Galicia, and is char- 
acterized by its very fine appearance. It is of 
a variegated golden yellow color, and finely 
fibrous, showing a remarkable resemblance. 
of course only in external appearance, to the 
South African crocidolite, which was so highly 
esteemed for the manufacture of ornamental 
articles. Its specific gravity is06. On heating 
it in water, it melts at about 80 deg. C., and 
solidifies on cooliog toa uniform dark mass, 
whivh like ordinary wax can be Impressed 
with the finger nail. Alihough a cube of rock 
salt was detected in a piece of the wax, the wa- 
ter in which it is melted takes up no salt from 
it. Ether bleaches the wax,and gradually dis- 
solves it completely. If a drup of this solution 
is slowly evaporated on a glass plate, colorless 
needles are obtained which belong to the mon- 
oclinic system, and act upon polarized ligbt. 
Cross sections, transverse to the exis of the 
crystals could not be prepared on account of 
the sofcnoess of the material, and the angles 
could not be measured. Carbon disulphide 
dissolves the wax in large quantity; in boiting 
alcoho! it is iess solubie, and on cuvling it sep- 
arates in white plates Laving a peaciy luster.

Manufacture of Fuchsine, 
DR. OTTO MU EHLBSAEUCSER, 


As our literature contains no description of 
the manufacture of fuchsine, with the use of 
arsenic acid, corresponding tothe importance 
of this coloring matter, especially with a full 
consideration of its development, the author 
has undertaken to treat the subject from this 
interesting side. His own experience in the 
manufacture of fuchsine permits him to sup- 
plement the 1esulte, which are mostly taken 
from foreign sources. 

The manner in whith the subject ie treated 
will probably be welcomed by chemical tech- 
nol gists, who are interested in technical his- 
tory, and will also be of interest to those who 
are more intimately connected with the color 
industry, in presenting the development of this 
manufacture in the course of years, particu- 
iarly as the manufacture of fuchsine is that 
part of the dye stuff industry in which the 
methods and artifices characteristic of the pre- 
paration of organic coloring matters, which 
must always be’employed when transferring

laboratory processes to the factory have been 
perfected. 

To facilitate the study of this treatise, the 
quantitative side of the manufacture is gener- 
ally preceded by the qualitative, togetber with 
a short description of the system of apparatus 
required, 


I. THE RED MELT. 

When a mixture of the arsenates of aniline. 
and ortho andi para toluidine is heated to 180 
deg. to 190 deg. C, the arsenic acid is reduced to 
arsenic trioxide, and a beetle green mages is 
formed, which contains the following fuchelne 
bases: pararosaniline, methyl pararosaniline, 
and probably elso dimetbylpararosaniline; the 
phosphine bases: chrysaniline, and methyl- 
chrysaniline, and the induline bases: violaniline 
and manvaniline, in the form of arsenites or 
arsenates. 

The formation of the simplest rosaniline. the 
parrarcs:niline takes place by the elimination 
of hydrogen atoms, by oxidation, from a mix- 
ture of 1 mol. paratolu:dine, and 2 mol. aniline. 

Io an ansl»gous manner the formation of 
methy!pararosanilin: (roganilin¢) and of dime- 
thy/pararosaniline (rosotoluidine) takes place 
from | he corresponding alkaloid mixtures. 

In adition to the pararosanilines, which re- 
sist the temperature of the melt, and the ac- 
tion of the arsenic acid, three ctber com- 
pounds, isomeric with these are prebabd y tran- 
siently formed, namely: diparaamido-ortho- 
amidotriphenylcarbinol produced trom 1 mol.

The three lastnamed rosanilines are prob- 
ably decomposed into the corresponding phos- 
phines, in the same manner, as was shown to 
be the case with dipara-amido orthoamido- 
triphenylmethane, by 0. Fischer and Koerner. 

HISTORICAL. 

A few months after the sensational discovery 
by Emanu:l Verguin, the English physician H. 
Medlock, and the chemist E. Chambers Nichol- 
son a'most simultaneouly,and independently of 
each other, discovered the method of preparing 
fuchsine by heating aniline arsenate. A patent 
for this method which was first applied for in 
England by Medlock on Jan, 18th, and by 
Nicholson on Jan. 26tb, 1860, was granted to 
the former, According to Medlock’s patent 
fuchsine is produced by mixing 2 parts aniline 
with 1 part anbydrous arsenic acid and heating 
to boiling,the boiling being continued until the 
mixture acquires a deep purple color.in France 
the same method was patented by the French 
chemists Charles Girard and George DeLaire on 
May Ist, 1860. These chemists gave in their 
patent a detailed description of the process of 
preparing the melt, According to this, 1? parts 
arsenic acid anhydride and 12 parts water are 
placed in a still. Assoon as the acid is hydrat- 
ed, 10 parts aniline are added with constant 
stirring. The mixture solidifies by the forma- 
tion of aniline arsenate. It is then carefully 
heated. The mass again liquefies, and water 
begins to evaporate. At a temperature of 120 
deg. C., which should not rise sbove 160 deg. C., 
the aniline is converted into the red coloring 
matter. After 4 to 5 hours a mass is obtained, 
whi. h remains liquid below 100 deg. C., and be- 
comes hard and brittle on cooling, and hasa 
bronze luster. 

Soon after the discovery by Girard and de 
Lair, the invention was worked in the works 
of Renard freres & Francia Lyons. According 
to A, Wurtz, in 1862, the melt was prepared in 
this factory as follows: A mixture of 15 kilo 
aniline, and 26 kilo arsenic acid, containing 7% 
per cent arsenic pentoxide, is heated !n a cast- 
iron kettle, which is set in an air batb, to 150 to 
170 deg. C., for 8 to 4 hours. From timeto 
time a sample is taken from the mass by means 
ofarod. Assoon astbis solidifi-s on cooling, 
and shows a brorze juster and brittle fracture, 
the kettle is emptied and the masg is left to 
cool, ‘“ 

A pa ent, takent out by D. Dawson in Eng- 
land in 1864, according to which fuchsine is ob- 
tained by heating an aqueous solution of ar 
eenic acid with anl'ine under pressure, deserves 
but little notice, Statements similar to those 
made ty Wurtz,are also made by Max Ret- 
mann in 184°, Soon after, in 1867, the arsenic 
acid melt process, as it is executed until the 
the present time, was described by A. W. Hof- 
man Girurdand de Laire. Later communica- 
tions by Lauth (1467), Girard & de Laire (1873), A. 
Wurtz (1874), and P. Schoop (1885). partly con- 
firmed and partly supplemented the satate- 
ments of the first mentioned invest'gators, The 
composition of the arreénicacid aniline mixture 
giving the most favorable results, was already 
mentioned by Girard and de Laire in their pat- 
ent. 

Investigations upon this subject were made 
by R. Brimeys. He came to the cosciusion 
that ihe most favorable yield and fluest fuch- 
sine were obtained when the weights of acid 
and aniine in the mixture were in the mole- 
cular proportion 1:?,and when the operation 
was concluded as quickly as possible. Most of 
the above mentioned methods vf manufacture, 
eas is shown by the table, use proportions 
agrecing with Grimeyrs results.

For making the arsenic melt, in the begin- 
ning of the manufacture, kettles having a ca- 
pacity of 50 liters, which was considered an 
enormous size in 1861, were used. Later on 
kettles holding 900 liters, 2,500 liters and even 
4,000 liters were used in the manufacture of 
fuchsine, The emptying of the kettles at one 
time offered great difficulties. While at the 
present time the melt is thickened so that it 
can be dipped out or run out from the bottom 
of the kettle,the French manufacturers for- 
merly concentrated it to such an extent that it 
could neither be dip ped nor run out. The hot 
meit was therefore again made plastic by the 
addition of water, and emptied into another 
kettle by steam pressure. This method of 
emptying the kettle, as already stated, is now 
obsolete. With a sufficiently large outflow 
opening, the kettle can be emptied without 
difficulty provided that the melt is not thick- 
ened more than necessary. 


THE MELT. 


For prepar'ng the melt, a cast iron kettle pro- 
vided with a stirrer, is used. The cover of the 
kettle contains a man hole for charging the 
materials, a pipe for connecting it with a con- 
denser, and an inserted tube, partly filled with 
oll, for inserting a thermometer, In the bot- 
tom of the kettle is a wide outflow opening, 
which can be closed with a cast iron plug. 


Another kettle is kept in reserve. The two 
kettles are set in masonry, insuch a manner 
that the fire strikes the bottom and passes 
around the ket*le five times through a flue 
leading to the caimney. Both kettles are con- 
nected with a common condenser, which is 
cooled by flowing water, to condense the vap- 
ors given off during the reaction. The distillate 
is collected in a vessel provided with a faucet 
and water guage. A space at the out fl>w side 
of the kettle, built up with masonrv to a height 
of about 250m, is used for collecting the hot 
melt and for breaking it. Before or while start- 
ing the fire the meit kettie is charged with ani- 
line oil and arsenic acid. 570 kilo syrupy ar- 
senic acid of 74 deg B., and 340 kilo aniline oil 
for red of specific gravity 1.008 at 15 deg C, are 
run in simultaneously with stirring. In this 
way a mixture of the arsenates of aniline, and 
ortho and paratoluidine is obtained in the form 
of awhite gelatine which melts on moderate 
heating. TO induce the reaction and distilla- 
tion, the mixture which is kept in motion 
throughuut the operation, is cautiously and 
slowly heated to 120 deg C, in order to prevent 
frothing Over, which readily takes place when 
too rapidly heated. When this temperature is 
approximately reached, the distillation begins, 
and the heat may then be increased, without 
danger of the mass runn.ng over. 


~ After about 7 tours heating, the contents of 
the kettle reach a temperature of about 180 deg. 
C., and the process is then conducted in such a 
manner that the temperature rises slowly, so 
that at the end of a further two hours the tem- 
perature is reacbed at which the oxidation is 
to be completed. This is about 185 to 189 deg. 
C. Assoon as the thermometer shows 184 deg. 
C., tests are taken from tims to time to deter- 
mine the end of the operation and to make the 
emptying of the kettle simultaneous with it. 
The yield, as well as the facility or difficulty of 
treating the melt, depend very much upon ob- 
serving the proper moment, If the mags is not 
heated long enough, a thin, pasty melt is 
obtained, which is not only difficult to treat 
but also gives a poor yield, while if on the other 
band the heating is continued too long it will 
become too thick und refuse to flow. It must 
then remain in the kettle umtil cold, and be 
broken out.* When the test indicates the end 
of the operation, the plug is immediately re- 
moved from the kettle, but the stirrer is con- 
tinued in motion. The melt flows from the 
kettle as a beetle-green mass, in a stream about 
18cm, thick, into the space enclosed for the 
purpose, and fills it toa height of about 10 cm. 
The hot mass, after having been run from the 
kettle, often begins to react again. It swells, 
and increasesits volume. The augmentation 
of volume takes place with a violent boiling of 
the melt, gases are evolved, and on solidifying 
the whole mags bas the appearance of volcanic 
lava converted into pumice. a 


The reguiation of heat during melting is 
€ffected by adding more or less coal, by cover- 
ing the fire with ashes, or by drawing the fire 
from the hearth and opening the furnace door, 
to cool the kettle by circulating air through 
the flues of the furnace. The most convenient 
method of heating in this, as in many other 
cases, is by gas, as it has been introduced by 
the author in the fuchsine works in New York 
State. 

The progress and end of the process can also 
be determined by the quantity of aniline and 
water which Cistills over from the kettle. 
When, as is actually the case, the operation is 
alweys carried on under the same conditions as 
regards the concentration of the arsenic acid, 
temperature, time of melting, proportion of 
arsenic ecid to aniline, with constant composi 
tion of the aniline, there will also be a constant 
relation between the quantity of the melt pro- 
duced and the distillate which passes over. The 
quantity of the distillate will therefore give a 


* This d: ficult work generally ends with the 
poisou pg of the workman by arsenic, although 
this is wenerally counteracted with the uiways 
ready Fuchs’ antidote, and rendered harmiess.

means for controlling the process. The end of 
tho reaction may easily ba seen by the height 
of the distillate in the receiver, which is indi- 
cated by the water gauge. If, namely, the 
mark which is determined once for all is 
reached, the melt may be emptied from the 
boiler. It is however impracticable to depend 
upon this indication alone, and it should only 
be used to approximately determine the end of 
the operation, while the test should be taken as 
the absolute means for determining the end of 
the operation. 

In the milky distillate the amiline and water 
are separated by stirring in 50 kilos salt. The 
oll floating upon the salt water is syphoned off. 
and the latter is thrown away. As the aniline 
distillate weighing about 140 kilos, om account 
of the paratoluidine it contains can again be 
utilized in a succeeding melt, it is used in the 
following operation after its weight hes been 
brought up to 540 kilos by the addition of fresh 
oil, The distillate which now results consists 
essentially of aniline and orthotoludine, and 
can no longer be advantageously treated with 
arsenic acid. It is therefore used in the .aanu- 
facture of safranine and azo colors. 


The average weight of a melt is 1144 cwt.

In that case phenyla- 
tion will take place as soon as all arsenic acid 
has been reduced to arsenious acid. In fact, 
the evolution of ammonia is always observed 
toward the end of the reaction. Finaliy, the 
quantity cf brown coloring matters niay be 
considerably increased when the prescribed 
temperature of melting is exceeded. 


The qualitative and quantitative composition 
of the melt is essentially dependent upon the 
qualitative and quantitative composition of 
the aniline oi). From the beginniag of the 
manufacture the manufacturers observed that 
the success of their work depends principaily 
upon the nature of the aniline used in the re- 
action, without, however, being able to ac- 
count for the causes of this phenomena. They 
found that there was a certain relation between 
the boiling point of the aniline employed and 
the yield of coioring matter. but there all 
science ended. They limited themgelves, in 
estimating the value of an aniline oll, to mak- 
ing a distiliation, and using only such oils in 
the manufacture as distilled within the 
same limits of temperature as a typicaioil, i. e., 
an oil which was known to give good resulta. 
The researches of A. W.Hofmann in rosaniline, 
the determination of its composition, and espe- 
cially his announcement of the remarkable 
fact that the base is not, as had been supposed, 
a derivative of pure aniline, but owes its origin 
to ths presence of a certain quantity of tolul- 
dine contained in the apiline, supplied the key 
for the development of a method found in a 
purely empyrica| manner. Hofmann’s theory of 
the formation of the red, and the experience 
that the yield and quality of the melt depended 
essentially upon the proportions of aniline and 
toluidine in commercial aniline, made it appear 
dasirable that the red oil should be prepared by 
mixing the constituents, for only with an oil of 
known composition could all obstacles to which 
one was exposed when workiag with an un- 
known body, as the commercial aniline for- 
merly was, be avoided. We are largely in- 
debted to Coupier for the extraordinary suc- 
cess, accompanying these timely endeavors. 
Based upon Hofmann’s theories, he prepared 
the bases which are necessary for the forma- 
tion of rosaniline in a pure state, in order to be 
able to obtain a mixture which would com- 
pletely answer all theoretical requirements, 


Thanks to the introduction of the column 
still into the rectification ef hydrocarbons by 
Coupier,the separation of benzene and toluene, 
and consequently the separats nitration of 
these hydrocarbons becarhe technically possi- 
ble, andafter Rosenstiehl had shown how to 
separate Coupier’s commercial toluidine into 
its constituents ortho and para toluidine, and 
given a method for their quantitative estima- 
tion, it became possible to discover the con- 
stant proportions in w. ich ortho and para tolu- 
dine are always found in commercial toluidine. 
The experiments made by manufacturers of 
fuchsine with oils, obtained by mixing the 
three components, gave the most favorable 
mixture for the melting ;rocess, and it can 
now be prepared at any time on a large scale. 
According to a private communication, 
for which the author is indebted to 


factories which work by the a 
process has a specific gravity of 1°006, distil 
tween 190 and 198 deg. C., and is obtained 
mixing 1 part aniline with 2 parte ordip 
toluidine. Since the ordinary manufactay 
toluidine generally consists of 36 per cent, 
toluidine, and about 64 per cent. orthoto) 
dine, we havé for the mixed oil 33°3 per og 
aniline, 24°0 per cent. paratoluidine and 427 
cent, orthotoluidine. By mixing these tj 
constituents in the given proportions, ay 
duct is obtained which correspon’s with 
ordinary aniline oil for red in boiling point 
specific gravity.

The temperature also exerts a great influ 
upon the qualitative snd quantitative comp 
sition of the melt. Unfortunately this ing 
ence has been little studied up tothe pre 
time. It is, however, probable that each , 
the coloring matters produced by the action 
arsenic acid upon the aniline and the two to! 
dines is developed only at a given tempe 
which is always the same for the same o 
pound, The difficulty of determining the po 
for each individual coloring matter may be 
cause why these have never been determi 
notwithstanding the interest we have in 
ing them. 


The final temperature is also of infin 
upon the arsenates and arsenites forn 
Under 190 deg. C. probably none of the col 
ing matters contained in the melt will be 
tacked, even if arsenic acid is present in @ 
cess. Above 190 deg, C. ail these coloring n 
ters, especially in the presence of arsenic, 
fer decomposition. Rosaniline is already deco 
posed by heating with water to 230 deg. C., 
the products of decomposition are of a moreg 
less yel'owish red. At about 2.0 deg. C.r 
line is decomposed into an insoluble violet. Vio 
aniline and mauvaniline suffer similar deco 
positions.

In general it is to be remarked, 
a higher temperature shortens the duration 
the procees, increases the aniline oi! disti 
over, and diminishes the yield of melt. 
low a temperatnre retards the operation 
increases the quantity of unchanged anili 
which, because it remains in the "neilt, inc 
the weight of tke latter, but not the yield:

Il, COMMINUTION OF THE MELT. 


At the time when the melt was still boiled 
open tanke, the coloring matter could only 


completely extracted when the melt 
placed into the boiling water, in a very fl 
divided state. The melt was, thorefore, at fi 
ground in mortars. In order to relieve 
workmen of this exceedingly dangerous open 
tion, pulverizing machinery was afterward 
troduced in the fuchsine factories. But ast 
grinding of the melt is connected with diff 
ties, because it becomes sufficiently 
during the operation to become softened 
plastic, it was difficult to procure proper 
chinery. On the other band, notwiths:

Indigo Ash. 
G. HEPPE, 


A short time ago I had occasion to estimate 
the ash in several varieties of indigo, and as I 
could find nothing in the literature of tbe sub- 
ject regarding the quantity and composition 
of this ash, except the statement: “Cuntains 
carbonate of lime and magnesia, alumina and 
oxide of iron,” it may not appear supe fiuous 
to pubiish the results of these examinat: ons. 

I wili remark that it is very difficult to in- 
einerate indigo. It swelis very much on heat- 
ing and the large quantity of coke forme¢ 
must be »gnited four to five times before it is 
completely coneumed. In some varieties the 
ash is perfectly white, in others reidish or 
faintly ycliow, from the presence of iron. The 
aqueous solution of some of these ashes is neu- 
tral,in others it is more or less alkaline. The 
aqueous solution showed the presence of lime, 
eoda, sulphuric acid and chlorine; the latter 
was present in cOnsiderabie quantity in only 
one of the specimens. 

The acid solution of the ash in every case 
contained lime and magnesia, and what Il 
found mentioned nowhere, very much phos- 
phoric acid. In two varieties the percentaze 
was estimated and amounted in one case to 9°62 
and the other as much as 37°15 per cent. 

The part of the indigo ash which was in8olu- 
ble in acid consisted of clay andsand. The 
quantity and character of ash of the diffcrent 
samples of indigo, the names and origin of 
which I unfortunately do not known, were as 
follows: 

I. Ash= 1°62 per cent, almost white. nat alka- 
line. 

II. Ash=0°60 per cent, pale red, not alkaline. 

Ill. Ash=170 per cent, faintly yellowish, 
strongly alkaline. 

1V. Ash=0°66 per cent, yellow, neutral. 

V. Ach=2'03 per cent, brownish yellow, 
strongly alkaline. 

VL. Ash =1°28 per cent, white, not alkaline. 

VII, Asb= 3°98 per cent, brownish,very faintly 
alkaline. 

VIII. Ash=1'13 per cent, almost white with 
a taint yellow tinge, faintly alkaline. 

1X. Ash= 3°97 per cent, yellowish, neutral. 

Ash No. VIII. contained 1v°20 per cent residue 
insoluble i. acid, while No. VII. contsined 
67°81 per cent ins. .luble mattier. 

In the ash No. VII. the other constituents 
were also determined, with the following re- 
eult:

The Attempt to Form Another Starch 


Combination. 


There are twenty-two starch factories in this 
country. They bave been operated for years 
independently of oneanother. There being no 
orgavizaaion to regulate prices, every manu- 
facturer did as he pleased and sold in the best 
market he could find. The result was a com- 
petition that brought prices down so low that 
no manufacturer was making anythirg out of 
hig business. About a year anda half ago a 
number ef the larger starch manufacturers 
made an agreement to keep up the price of 
starch to a specified figure. The result was 
that the wholesale rate for this commodity be- 
gan gradually to advance until there was a 
good profit inthe business. All of the manu- 
facturers in the country, however, did not en- 
ter into the compact, and occasionally it was 


found that some of those outside were selling 
below the figures agreed upon by the others. 
Effurts were made to induce the outsiders to 
fail into the ways of the combination. When- 
ever persuasion proved to be useless the com- 
bined manufacturers would undersell their 
rivals even as low as the bare cost for bulk 
starch, trusting to the sales of the packet 
starch, or starch done up in copyrighted fancy 
paper boxes, to realize profit enough to over- 
come the loss sustained in the sales of loose or 
bulk starch. In this way it was hoped to over- 
come all oppvsition by virtually driving the 
smaller manufacturers out of the business. To 
some extent the scheme was successfu!, but the 
members of the combination began to quarrel 
among themselves, It was found that some of 
the combined manufacturers were trying to 
get tbe bett:r of the others by making false 
statements of the amount of business done. 
The result of this discovery was a revival of the 
competition and a general break up of the 
combination. The rivalry thas engendered 
was found to be disastrous to some of the lar- 
ger manufacturers, and during the past Fall 
the prices for starch fell below a paying stand- 
ard, while the condition of the business gave 
premise of disaster. 

Last month a meeting of the manufacturers 
was Called with the avowed intention of form- 
ing a “starch trust.” At the. first meeting a 
plausible scheme was laia before those present, 
guaracteeing good profits and a fair business 
to all who would join the trust. But when the 
details were fully prepsred and laid before a 
subsequent meeting, recently held, it was 
found that the smaller manufacturers would 
hane little or no chance with their mcre pow- 
erful associates, and it would not take long for 
the former to be swallowed up by the latter. 
This fact was so apparent to those most ¢ff ect- 
ed that the meeting broke up in some confu- 
siOn, and a'l subsequent attempts to reorgan- 
ize it failed, With this ended all prospects of 
the formation of the trust, and the starch 
manufacturers are still engaged in a **g0-as- 
you-please” business, each trying to undersell 
the other.
